fault  with  every  Man,  Woman,  and  Child, 
that  is  not  of  their  Party,,  and  would  flily 
infinuate  to  the  World,  that  every  uncom- 
mon

dittion  and  Judgment  upon  the  Land,  be- 

caufe  the  beft  regulated  Communion  in  the 

Univerfe,  will  not  betray  its  Rights,  and 

be  Partakers  of  their  Hypocrijy.    Thefe  are 

thofe  Pious  Creatures  that  make  a  wry  Face 

at  a  Puppet  Shew,  yet  can  juftify  cutting 

,  of  Throats  5   that  think  a  Play-Honfe  pro- 

phane,  and  vindicate  Regicides  ^   that  are 

for  introducing  new  Methods  in  Sinning, 

and  by  a  piece  of  ill  Husbandry,  muft  needs 

make  two  Vices  one,  and  tack  their  Hypo- 

crify  to  their  own  Iniquities.    Such  Impo- 

fitions  are  intollerable,    and  the  more  fo, 

becaufe  the  Obflinacy  of  thefe,    Would  be 

Saints,  is  invincible. 

We  cannot  but  remark  how  the  Leaven 
of  the  Pharifees  has  fpread  its   Contagion 
through  all  your  Papers  I  With  what  two- 
handed,  as  well  as  Vwo-edg d Weapons,  you 
make  your  Attacks  !  How  you  take  as  ma- 
ny Opportunities  of  abuiing  your  Gracious 
and  Lawful  Soveraign,   as  graifirig  her  ! 
Your  naufeous  unhallowed  Incenfe  is  more 
unfufferable,  than  that  pretended  Folly  and 
Weaknefs  you  fo  continually  befpatter  her 
Miniflers  with.     If  you  continue  to  give 
your  felf  fuch  Airs,  you  may  in  fpitoe  time

Publickly  to  make  Shew  of  Zeal  and 
Piety,  and  what  not,  a  grave  Cant  of  florid 
Words,  tho5  it  amufes  the  Unthinking,  yet 
we  alafs !  fee  thro'  the  Varnijh,  and  find 
all  is  not  Gold  that  glifters :  For  to  encou- 
rage, nay,  even  to  connive  at  a  Calve  s- 
Head-Club,  runs  fo  much  counter  to  fuch 
fair  Pretences, thatthey  are  as  irreconcilable 
as  Light  and  Darknefs :  This  publick  Scan- 
dal to  Morality  and  Monarchy ,  Ihews  fo  in- 
veterate and  implacable  an  Averiion  to 
Crown  d  Heads ,  that  it  cannot  but  give  us  as 
juft  an  Odium  for  them  that  celebrate  it, 
as  thefe  horrid  Villains  that  perpetrated  it.

THE  following  Collection  has 
been  fo  induftrioufly  banded 
top  and  down,  where  it  was  thought 
it  would  be  well  received ,  and  con- 
firm thofe  Principles  which  too  ma- 
ny  have  unhappily  fucked  in ,  and 
raife  the  Confidence  of  thofe  who 
were  thought  too  bafhful  for  their 
Party,  that  fome  honefl  Men  have 
thought,  that  there  could  be  no  more 
effectual  Remedy  for  the  Mif chief  it 
might  do,  or  any  furer  Way  to  flop 
the  Career,  than  a  Publication :  For 
tho'  many  may  pre  fume ,  that  un* 
der    the    Difguife    of   Mirth,     and 

the 
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the  Protection  of  a  free  Conventi- 
on ,  they  might  fafely  venture  to 
make  an  Experiment  how  far  the 
Poifon  would  work  upon  the  Vndif- 
cerning  of  untrfd  Confiitutions ,  e- 
fpecially  when  Rhime  and  Mufick 
were  the  Vehicles ,  and  under  the 
Rofe  was  the  Word',  yet  it  is  be- 
lieved, when  the  Malignity  of  the 
Draught  is  publickly  difcoveryd,  few 
will  venture  upon  it  without  a  fuffici- 
ent  Antidote ;  and  fewer  have 
Hardinefs  to  adminifier  it.  ^ 

Thefe  Lines  (for  fuch  RiUqldry 
and  Trajh  deferve  not  the  Name  of 
Poems)  were  composed  and  fet  fo*  Mu- 
fick for  the  Vfe  of  the  Calves-Head 
Club,  which  was  eretled  by  an  im- 
pudent Set  of  People,  who  have  their 
Feafl  of  Calves-Heads  in  fever  al  Parts 
of  the  Town,  on  the  3  oth  of  January, 
in  Derifion  of  the  Day,  and  Defi- 
ance of  Monarchy  ;  at  divers  of  which 
Meetings,    the  following  Compofitions 

were 
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xr ere   fung,     and  in  Affront  to    the 
Churchy  call' *d  Anthems.      Thefe  which 
tire  here  publiftfd,    are  j aid  to  hav& 
been  written   by  Mr.  Benj.  Bridgewa- 
ter,  and  that  be  was  largely  reward* 
ed  by  the  Members  of  the  Club  for  his 
Pains.     Whether  Mr.  Stevens  was  fo 
well  gratify  d  for  his  Sermons  to  the 
fame  Tune,   and  on  the  fame  Days,  is 
more  than  the  Publifher  dares  fay,  but 
perhaps  the  Pulpit  was  a  Bar  to  his 
tfret  njions,  and  the  Poet  had  been  bet- 
ter rewarded,   than  the  Preacher,    had 
his  Sefmons  been  put  into  Rbime. 

However,  it  is  hoped,  that  this 
Publication  may  give  a  Check  to  the 
Evil  of  the  Example,  and  deflroy  the 
Continuance  of  the  Pra&ice,  or  at  leafl 
give  fair  Warning,  and  take  away  the 
Pretence  of  Surprise  from  thofe,  who 
/hall  proceed  to  infult  the  Govern- 
ment in  fo  fancy  and  fo  villainous  a 
Manner.

IS  a  prodigious  Thing  toconfider, 
(and  for  the  Honour  of  my  na- 
tive Country,  I  wifh  I  could  fay 
it  was  a  falfe  Imputation  upon 
her)  that  the  execrable  Regicides  of  King 
Charles  the  Firfl,  fhould  iind  any  Advo- 
cates or  Abettors  Hill  among  us. 

I  fay,  'tis  prodigious,  that  after  the  whole 
Nation,  by  their  Reprefentatives  in  Parlia- 
ment affembled ,  has  ena&ed  fo  folemn  a 
Deteftation  of  this  natural  Parricide,  and 
appointed  a  Day  of  Humiliation  for  it,  to 
continue  to  all  Ages  of  the  World,  there 
fhould  be  fuch  a  Set  of  Boutefews  yet  remain- 
ing, f<p  impudently  audacious,  as  to  juftify 
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a  Crime,  for  which  the  Three  Kingdoms 
have  fmarted  fo  feverely  ^  and  in  there 
wicked  Merriment,  to  act  over,  as  much 
as  in  them  lies,  that  Tragical  Scene,  which 
has  juftly  made  us  famous  in  the  remoteft 
Corners  of  the  Univerfe. 

Was  it  not  enough,  that  a  powerful 
Trince,  ally'd  to  moil  of  the  Crown  d  Heads 
in  Chriflendom,  was  defpoifd  of  that  juft 
Authority,  wherewith  the  Laws  o£God  and 
Man  had  invefted  him,  and  laftly  of  his 
Life^  but  that  he  mult  be  moft  barbaroufly 
psrfecuted'  after  his  Death,  and  fuffer  thofe 
Indignities  in  his  Memory,  when  dead,  which 
he  had  fo  plentifully  fuffer  d  in  his  Perfo?i9 
when  living  ? 

There  is  a  time  when  the  moft  implaca- 
ble Malice  is  fatiated,  and  exerts  it  felf  no 
longer.  The  moft  Savage  Nations  feldom 
or  never  carried  their  Refentments  beyond 
the  Grave  -0  and  thought  it  a  Piece  of  bar- 
barous Cowardife,  to  infult  upon  the  JJhes 
that  could  not  fpeak  for  themfelves. 

But  the  Royal  Matyr  has  been  treated, 
if 'tis  poflible,  with  more  Inhumanity  after 
his  Defolation,  than  he  was  expofed  to 
when  under  the  Power  of  hisRebeliious  Sub- 
jects. He  has  not  only  been  ftigmatiz  d  by 
the  odious  Name  of  Tyrant,  who  was  in 
Truth  the  belt  and  m^ft  merciful  Father  of 

his 
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his  Country  ,  and  loaded  with  a  thoufand 
Calumnies  5  but,  what  fliews  the  reftlefs 
Malice  of  his  Adverfaries,  even  that  incom- 
parable Book  of  Devotion  ,  compos'd  by 
him  in  his  Solitude,  and  the  time  of  his  deep- 
eft  Affii&ions,and  which  no  Pen  but  his  one 
could  have  written,  has  been  adjudged  from 
him  by  a  *  late  Mercenary  Author  3  al- 
though 'tis  certain  to  any  Man,  at  lead 
that  can  diftinguifti  Stiles,  that  the  Perfon, 
to  whom  the  Republicans  afcribe  it,  was  no 
more  capable  of  writing  fo  excellent  aPiece^ 
than  the  aforefaid  Compiler  of  Milton  s 
Life,  of  writing  an  Orthodox  Syftem  of 
the  Myjleries  of  Chriflianity. 

Thus,  as  he  was  torn  from  his  Queen  and 
Children  in  his  Life,  he  was  Robb'd,  as  far 
as  it  lay  in  the  Power  of  -his  malicious  Ene- 
mies, even  of  the  legitimate  Iflue  of  h?s 
Brainy  tho',  as  Truth,  but  efpecially  Truth 
injurioufly  opprefs'd,  never  wants  fome  ge- 
nerous Hands  to  defend  its  Caufe  5  fo  all 
the  Arguments  that  have  been  ufed  by  the 
Republicans,  to  prove  it  a  fpurious  Piece, 
have  been  fully  anfwer'd  by  a  worthy  f  Di- 
vine now  living ,  beyond  all  Fallibility  of 
a  Reply* 

The 
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The  Barbarity  of  his  Enemies,  ftopt  not 
here  5  for  not  content  to  have  AJfaffinated 
his  Perfon  and  Reputation,  they  even  dif- 
pofTeffed  him  of  his  Sepulchre,  (a  piece  of 
Cruelty,  which  none  but  fuch  thorow-pac  d 
Villains  ever  executed  )  for  when  the  long 
f  Parliament  had  voted  an  Honourable  Inter- 
ment for  their  late  Prince,  who  had  fuffer'd 
fo  unjuftly,  all  was  ftopt,  by  reafon  that 
the  Perfons  order'd  to  regulate  the  Ceremo- 
ny, when  they  came  to  examine  the  Royal 
Coffin,  found  the  Body  miffing. 

This  puts  me  in  mind  of  what  a  worthy 
Gentleman,    who  travelled  with  my  Lord 

A into  Italy,  told  me  fome  Years  ago, 

viz.  That  during  his  ftiort  Stay  at  Bern  in 
Switzerland,  a  Syndic  of  the  Town,  who 
ufed  frequently  to  vifit  Major  General  hud- 
lozv,  when  he  lived  in  thofe  Parts,  allured 
him,  that  he  had  often  heard  Ludlow,  in  a 
vaunting  manner  affirm,  That  tho5  Ireton 
and Cromwell  were  buried  under  Tyburn,  yet 
'twas  a  Comfort  to  him,  that  the  Royal 
Martyr  kept  them  Company  5  for,  fays  he, 
forefeeing  that  his  Son  would  undoubtedly- 
come  in,  we  took  care  that  his  Fathers  Body 
fhould  not  be  Idolatroufly  Worfhipped  by 

the 
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the  Caviliers  1  and  therefore  privately  re- 
movd  it  to  the  place  of  Common  Execu- 
tion. 

Whether  the  Matter  of  Fad,  as  Ludlow 
related  it,  be  true  or  falfe,  'tis  not  material 
here  to  enquire,  tho'  I  think  nothing  can 
give  any  honeft  Man  a  jufter  and  greater 
Averfion  to  the  Libertines  of  that  Party, 
than  to  obferve,  that  their  Malice  has  no 
Bounds,  and  that  it  neither  fpares  the  Dead, 
nor  the  Living. 

But  of  all  the  Indignites  offerd  to  the 

Manes  of  this  injurd  Prince,  nothing,  in 

my  Opinion,  comes  up  to  the  Inhumanity 

and  Prophanenefs  of  the  Calves-Head  Chtk 

For  my  part,  I  was  of  Opinion  at  ftrft, 

That  the  Story  was  purely  contriv  d  on  pur- 

pofe  to  render  the  Republicans  more  odious 

than  they  deferv'd^  for  I  could  not  imagine 

how  any  Men,  that  pretended  to  be  Chrifti- 

ans,  or  called  themfelves  Engltfo-men,  could 

calmly  and  fedately  applaud  an  A&ion, 

condemn  d  not  only  by  the  Word  of  GOD, 

but  by  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  to  which  they 

pretend  to  pay  fo  great  a  Deference. 

As  for  the  Regicides.,  who  were  actually 
concerned  in  this  execrableTragedj,  this  may 
be  faid  however  in  favour  of  them,  (if  1 
may  be  allowed  fo  to  exprefs  my  felf  towards 
Criminals  of  that  Magnitude)  that  having 

gone 
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gone  fo  far  in  their  Wickednefs,  and  given 
his  Majefty  fuch  infupportable  Provocati- 
ons, and,  what  is  more,  meafuring  his 
Clemency  by  their  own,  they  concluded  he 
could  never  forgive  them  $  and  therefore, 
like  Cat  aline ,  found  themfelves  under  the 
Neceflity  of  committing  greater  Crimes , 
in  order  to  cover  themfelves  from  what 
was  paft. 

But  what  can  be  offered  to  extenuate  the 
Crime  of  thefe  Atheijikal  Mifcreants,  who 
make  that  a  Matter  of  their  lewd  Mirth, 
which  the  whole  Nation  has  in  the  moft 
folemn  manner,  ever  fince  lamented  5  and 
over  their  Cups  applauded  the  moft  wicked 
Adrion  which  the  Sun  ever  beheld  } 

For  this  Reafon  my  good  Nature  made 
me  look  upon  it  as  a  Fifton  upon  the  Party, 
'rill  happening,  in  the  late  Reign,  to  be  in 
the  Company  of  a  certain  aEiive  Whig, 
who  in  all  other  Refpe&s,  was  a  Man  of 
Probity  enough,  he  affured  me,  that  to  his 
Knowledge  'twas  true,  that  he  knew  moft 
of  the  Members  of  that  Club  5  and  that  he 
had  been  often  invited  to  their  Meetings,  but 
that  he  had  always  avoided  them  5  adding, 
that  according  to  the  Principles  he  was  bred 
up  in,  he  would  have  made  no  Scruple  to 
have  met  Charles  the  Firft  in  the  Field, 
and  oppos'd  him  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Power  5 

but 
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but  that  fince  he  was  dead,  he  had  no  far- 
ther Quarrel  to  him,  and  looked  upon  it 
as  a  cowardly  Piece  of  Villainy,  below  any 
Man  of  Honour,  to  infult  upon  the  Me- 
mory of  a  Prince,  who  had  fuffer'd  enough 
in  his  Life-time. 

He  farther  told  me,  that  Milton,  and 
fome  other  Creatures  of  the  Common- 
wealth, had  inflituted  this  Club,  as  he  was 
inform'd,  inOppofition  to  Bp.-Juxon,  Dr. 
Sanderfon,  Dr.  Hammond,  and  other  Di- 
vines of  the  Church  of  England,  who  met 
privately  every  %oth  of  January  3  and 
though  it  was  under  the  Time  of  the  Z7- 
furpation,  had  compil'd  a  private  Form  of 
Service  for  the  Day,  not  much  different 
from  what  we  now  find  in  the  Liturgy. 

That  after  the  Reftauration,  the  Eyes  of 
the  Government  being  upon  the  whole  Par- 
ty, they  were  obliged  to  meet  with  a  great 
deal  ot  Precaution  3  but  now,  fays  he, 
(and  this  was  the  fecond  Year  of  King  Wil- 
liams Reign)  they  meet  almoft  in  a  pub- 
lick  Manner,  and  apprehend  nothing. 

By  another  Gentleman,  who,  about 
eight  Years  ago,  went  out  of  Curiofity  to 
fee  their  Club,  and  has  fince  furniffrd  me 
with  the  following  Papers  5 1  was  informed, 
that  it  was  kept  in  no  fix'd  Houfe,  but  that 
they    removed  as  they    faw    convenient  5 

D  that 
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tMt  the  Place  they  met  in,  when  he  was 
with  em,  was  in  a  blind  Alley  about  Moor- 
fields  y  where  an  Ax  hung  up  in  the  Club- 
Room,  and  was  reverenced  as  a  principal 
Symbol  in  this  Diabolical  Sacrament. 
Their  Bill  of  Fare,  was  a  large  Difh  of 
Calves-Heads  dreffed  feveral  ways  5  a  large 
Tike  with  a  fmall  one  in  his  Mouth,  as  an 
Emblem  of  Tyranny  5  a  large  Cod's-Head, 
by  which  they  pretended  to  reprefent  the 
Perfon  of  the  King  fingly,  as  by  the  Calve' s- 
Head  before  they  had  done  him,  together 
with  all  them  that  had  fuffer'din  hisCaufe^ 
a  Boars-Head  with  an  Apple  in  its  Mouth, 
to  reprefent  the  King  by  this  as  Beaftial,  as 
by  the  others  they  had  done  Foolifh  and 
Tyrannical.  After  the  Repaft  was  over, 
one  of  their  Elders  prefented  an  Eikon  Bafi- 
like,  which  was  with  great  Solemnity  burn  d 
upon  the  Table,  whilft  the  Anthems  were 
linging.  After  this,  another  produc'd  Mil- 
tons  Defenfw  Populi  Anglicani ,  upon 
which  ail  laid  their  Hands  ,  and  made  a 
Poteftation  in  Form  of  an  Oath,  for  ever 
to  ftand  by,  and  maintain.  The  Company 
wholly  confided  of  Independants  and  Ana- 
laptiflsy  (I  am  glad  for  the  Honour  of  the 
Trejbyterians  to  let  down  this  Remark;)  that 
the  famous  Jerry  White,  formerly  Chaplain 
to  Oliver  Cromwell,   who,    no  doubt  on  t, 

came 
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came  to  fan&ify  with  his  pioiis  Exhort  a- 
tions^  the  Rebaldry  of  the  Day,  faid  Gr^^  ^ 
that  after  the  Table-Cloath  was  removed, 
the  Annaverfary  Anthem,  as  they  impioufly 
call'd  it,  was  fung,  and  a  Calve  s-Shtll  fill'd 
with  Wine,  or  other  Liquor,  and  then  a 
Brimmer  went  about  to  the  pious  Memory 
of  thofe  worthy  Patriots  that  had  kill'd  the 
Tyrant,  and  deliver'd  their  Country  from 
his  arbitrary  Sway  5  and  Jaftly,  a  Collection 
made  for  the  Mercenary  Scribler,  to  which 
every  Man  contributed  according  to  his  Zeal 
for  the  Caufe,  and  Ability  of  his  Purfe.

fcience^   and  thinks   nothing    can  be  a 
more  meritorious  A&,    than  to  facrifice  ei- 
ther to  the  Fury  of  a  mad  Rabble,    who, 
when  they  have  but  Liberty  and  Property 
in  their  Mouths,  always  let  loofe  the  Devil 
in  their  Hearts,  and  believe  the  very  Name 
of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  gives  a  San&ion 
to  their  Villainies.  He  is  a  Republican  Mon- 
iler,  fo  full  of  Paflion  and  Prejudice,  that 
he  is  blind  to  all  Truth,    and  deaf  to  all 
Reafon  3  and  is  fo  curfedly  obftinate  in  the 
Juftification  of  his  own  Errors,    that  it  is 
as  eafy  a  Matter  for  a  Man  to  take  an  Ele- 
phant by  the  Snout,    and  throw  him  over 
his  Back,  as  a  Fox  does  a  Goofe,  as  it  is  to 
convince  him  of  any  ftarted  Oppofition  to 
own  partial  Sentiments.     When  he  talks 
about  Religion  or  Government,  it  is  gene- 
rally with  as  much  Violence  as  a  Fifh-Wo- 
man  Scolds  5  and  the  Wife-Men  of  Gotham 
might  as  well  have  hedg  d  in  their  Citkkow, 
as  a  Man  confine  him  within  the  Bounds  of 
good  Manners.   When  he  difputes  his  Prin- 
ciples, he  is  as  hot  as  Pepper,  as  biting  as 
Muftard,    and  as  four  as  Vinegar.     He  al- 
ways talks  as  impudently  of  Great  Men,  as 
if  they  were  his  Fellows ,    and  fnuffs  up 
his  Note  at  the  Name  of  a  King,  as  if  the 
*  very 
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very  Title  it  felf  was  grown  offenfive  to 
his  Noftrils.  He  cannot  fpeak  with  Re- 
fped  towards  our  Government,  but  a  Com- 
mon-wealth ^  and  if  you  do  but  fay  one 
Word  in  behalf  of  the  Court,  or  its  Favou- 
rites, in  his  Company,  he  would  with  more 
Patience  hear  you  fpeak  twice  as  much  in 
the  Praife  of  the  Devil  5  for  it  is  a  Maxim 
amongft  fuch  Rebels,  (viz.)  That  all  Kings 
are  Tyrants,  and  their  Favourites  Betrayers 
of  their  Country.  His  chiefeft  Recreation 
is,  to  invent  falfe  Calumnies  5  and  his  great- 
eft  Induftry,  is  to  fpread  them  when  he  has 
done.  His  Lies  are  always  levell'd  at  thofe 
worthy  Perfons,  who  are  moll  difficult  to  be 
hit  5  which  is  one  great  Reafon,  why  his 
Malice  is  fo  often  disappointed.  He  always 
accufes  his  Enemies  of  his  own  Evils,  and 
meafwres  out  their  Corn  by  the  deceitful 
Buihel  that  belongs  to  his  own  Party.  The 
molt  daring  Hypocrite  of  his  AfTociates,  is 
always  cry'd  up  as  the  greateft  Saint  ^  and 
the  moft  virtuous  and  pious  Enemy  to  their 
wicked  Principles,  is  always  cry'd  down  as 
a  High-flyer,  a  Papift,  and  a  Traytor  to  his 
Country.  He  is  an  impatient  Angler,  who 
thinks  it  beft  filling  in  troubled  Waters  5 
and  hates  Peace  and  Quietnefs,  as  much  as 
a  poor  Debter  does  the  Sight  of  a  BaylifF,  or 
a  Country  Farmer  a  wet  Harveft.    He  is 

fo 
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fo  deeply  affeded  with  the  Memory  of  hi# 
Anceftors  Villainy,  that  he  longs  for  no- 
thing more,  than  the  like  Opportunity  of 
brewing  his  own  Hands  in  Royal  Punch, 
that  the  Son  might  have  the  Satisfa&ion  of 
being  full  as  wicked  as  his  Father.  He  has 
more  wild  Wrinkles  in  his  Head  relating 
to  Government,  than  a  crack-Brain'd  Ma- 
thematician has  concerning  perpetual  Mo- 
tion ^  and  has  more  Ambition  in  his  Breaft, 
than  the  moft  extravagant  Tyrant  in  the 
Univerfe.  He  is  very  fearful  of  being  made 
a  Slave,  but  is  very  defirous  of  being  a

He  is  asTempeftuous  as  the  Ocean, 
that  fwells  into  Rage  with  every  Gaje  that 
happens,  and  feldom  reconciles  himfelf  to 
a  Calm,  'till,  like  that,  he  has  been  the  Qc~ 
cafion  of  fome  remarkable  Mifchief.

He  is  never  better  pleafed,  than  when  he 
has  got  it  in  his  Power  to  opprefs  others, 
which  he  certainly  makes  ufe  of  without 
Mercy  5  yet  no  Body  bears  the  flighteft  Suf- 
ferings with  fo  much  Envy  and  Impatience 
as  himfelf,  though  he  knows  in  his  own 
Confcience,  he  has  juftly  deferved  his  Pu- 
nifhment.  He  is  a  harfli  Man  to  his  Infe- 
riors, and  a  haughty  Man  to  his  Betters  5 
a  fevere  Tyrant  in  Authority,  and  a  tur- 
bulent Incendiary  amongft  Magiftrates, 
when  he  is  out  of  it.

T*jHE  Drift  of  their  ryming  Secretary, 
I  find  in  all  his  rebellious  Ballads^ 
which,  inftead  of  Anniversary  Anthems  y  I 
think  they  ought 'to  have  been  call'd  ,  is 
much  the  fame,  with  very  little  Variati- 
on of  Thought ,  tho'  in  his  Meafure  I 
muft  confefs  there  is  fome  Variety , 
which  I  fuppofe  was  principally  owing 
to  the  Difference  of  the  Tunes,  fcandaliz  d 
with  their  rebellious  Poetry  5  for  finding 
(as  I  fuppofe)  no  Mufician  in  the  Town, 
that  would  degenerate  fo  far  from  his  own 
harmonious  Nature,  as  to  herd  with  fuch 
an  infamous  Society,  who,  like  Imps  and 
Furies,  delight  in  nothing  but  Difcord  and 
Confulion,  they  were  fore  d  to  difhonour 
fome  old  Tunes  or  other,  with  their  in- 
harmonical  Bombaft,  which  might  be  a  Dis- 
advantage to  their  King-killing  Anthem- 
maker,  who,  if  he  had  underftood  Mu- 
fick,   it  would  have  certainly  (often* d  his 

Nature, 
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Nature,  and  reform'd  his  Principles,  as 
well  as  his  Poetry,  that  he  would  have 
fcorn  d  to  haye  made  himfelf  fo  infamous 
an  Author* 

In  the  firft  Stanza  of  the  foregoing  An- 
them,  after  (as  in  all  the  reft)  he  has  wic- 
kedly   applauded    the  Murder    of  King 
Charles  the  Firft  ^   in  the  laft  two  Lines 
there  is  great   Satisfadion  given  to  all 
fuch  Perfons,   who,  thro9  the  Honefty  of 
their  own  Principles,  and  an  utter  Abhor- 
rence of  the  treafonable  Barbarity  afore- 
mention'd,    could  not  believe,  that  among 
Human  Race,   there  could  be  found  fuch 
an   impious  Society  of   incorrigible  Re- 
bels, that  Ihould  dare  to  provoke  Heaven, 
and  lhame  Earth,  by  keeping  up  a  joyful 
Anniversary  upon  fo  dreadful  an  Occa  li- 
on.   But  all  fuch  Perfons,  who  thro5  their 
Charity  to  Mankind,    have  been  hitherto 
unwilling  to  believe  there  is  any  fuch 
wicked  Cabal  as  the  Calves-Head  Club,  an- 
nually  folemniz  d  upon  the  %oth  of  Ja- 
nuary, by  a  pack  of  King-killing  Villains, 
may  be  convinc  d  in  their  own  Words, 
which  in  the  foregoing  Song  are  pointed 
to  by  a  Hand,    fo  that  a  Recital  is  unne- 
ceffary. 

In  the  firft  Line  of  the  fecond  Stanza, 
their  Author  is  pleas'd  to  give  the  Epithet

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of  Lewd,  to  all  the  yk;*??*  Roman  Kingsy 
tho*  we  cannot  find,  by  Hiftory,  it  was 
due  to  any ,  but  to  Tarquin ;  but  all 
Kings  are  to  him  alike  criminal,  for  a- 
niongft  fuch  bad  Men,  none  are  accounted 
Good  that  bear  the  Royal  Title. 

In  the  beginning  of  his  Anthem,  he  mi- 
micks  a  Song  in  the  Innocent  Adulterer, 
caird,  (vizS)  The  Danger  is  over,  and  con- 
cludes it  with  the  Tranfpofition  of  ano- 
ther Song,  (viz.)  Comey  Boys,  lets  fill  out 
Helmets,  <Stc.

TO  fhew  what  Atheiftick  Enemies 
thefe  King-killing  Mifcreants  are 
to  Religion,  and  all  fpiritual  Order  and 
Difcipline  ,  as  well  as  to  our  Civil 
Government ,  their  prophane  Laure- 
at  is  not  only  encourag'd  to  a  conftant 
Vindication  of  the  treafonable  Cruelty  of 
their  Fathers  towards  their  juft:  and  law- 
ful Prince  ;  but  in  the  foregoing  Anthem, 
his  biafphemous  Raptures  are  levell'd  at 
the  Church,  to  the  Reproach  of  Heaven, 
Cod's  Holy  Truths,  and  the  Minifters 
thereof. 

In  the  firft  Stanza,  he  has  the  Impu- 
dence to  ftigrnatize  the  moft  devout  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  England,  ( who 
thro3  a  juft  Duty,  both  to  God  and  their 
King ,  bear  a  pious  Abhorrence  of  all 
King-killing  Principles)  with  the  infa- 
mous Epithets  of  Sots,  Leachers,  Rogue?, 
dec,   fuck  abominable  Ufage,   that  fcarce 

the 
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the  worft  of  Scoundrels ,  except  their 
own  wicked  Society,  and  thofe  who  jufti- 
fy  their  Principles  and  Proceedings,  could 
ever  deferve. 

In  the  fecond  Stanza,  our  Liturgy  is 
complimented  with  the  Name  of  Mafs,  a 
ufual  Contempt,  which  her  Rival  Saints 
caft  upon  the  Common-frayer  Booh  The 
Colle&s  and  Leflbns ,  which  are  God's 
own  Words,  by  his  Holy  Prophets  and 
Apoftles,  are  blafphem'd  with  the  odious 
Title  of  Garbidge,  proper  Food  for  mum- 
bling Ajfes.  Which  prophane  Expreffion, 
fhew's  how  far  fo  wicked  a  Scribe  will  de- 
generate from  true  Wit ,  to  vent  his  Ma- 
lice and  Impiety  5  for  I  believe  it  was  ne- 
ver known,  that  Garbidge  was  held  proper 
Food  for  Affes. 

In  the  third  Stanza,  they  have  the  Im- 
pudence to  ftile  the  King's  Heroick  Suf- 
ferings, for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Digni- 
ties of  the  Crown  to  his  Pofterity ,  the 
Laws  of  the  Land,  the  Liberties  of  the 
People,  the  juft  Conftitution  of  Parlia- 
ments, and  the  eftablilh'd  Church,  fal- 
ling for  the  Caiife  of  Hell  Oh  !  execra- 
ble Monfters  I 

In  the  fourth  Stanza ,  obferve  with 
what  malicious,  rude,  and  impious  Devo- 
tion, he  offers  up  a  prophane  Prayer  to 

Hea- 
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Heaven  ,  reproaching  Kings  ,  who 
are  God's  Vice-gerents ,  with  the  fciar- 
rilous  Name  of  Beafts ,  and  branding 
a  Succeffion  of  three  as  Heroick  Princes 
as  ever  fat  upon  the  Englifo  Throne,  or  a- 
ny  other,  with  the  malicious  Accufa- 
tion  of  being  curfed  Tyrants^  of  which 
Charge,  none  but  fuch  incorrigible  Rebels 
could  ever  fay,  that  either  of  them  were 
guilty. 

In  the  fifth  Stanza,  the  Reader  may  ob- 
fervehowfarthefe  unmerciful  Regicides  are 
degenerated  from  thofe  Chriftian  Princi- 
ples that  bind  us  to  an  univerfal  Charity 
for  all  Mankind ,    which  ought  to  extend 
even  to  thofe  we  take  to  be  our  greateft 
Enemies  3  and  how  they  are  alfo  poyfon  d 
with  Inveteracy  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  they 
are  utterly  diverted  of  that  Compaffion  and 
Humanity,   which  in  all  Ages  has  been 
valu d  and  prefervd  amongft  the  greateft 
Heathens,  or  otherwife  thefe  barbarous  Re- 
bels could  never  pray,  that  the  moll  unfor- 
nate  of  Princes,    deposd,    banifli'd,    and 
rendered  wholly  unable  to  oppofe  their 
Villainies ,   fhould  by  his  only  Friend  be 
turn  d poorly  out  of  Doors,  and  that  he  fhould 
have  no  Refuge,    but  a  Halter  to  put  an 
End  to  his  Misfortunes.    Oh !  the  admi- 
rable 
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rable  Chriftian  Charity  of  thefe  tender- 
hearted Monfters ! 

The  two  following  Stanza's  are  ftufPd 
only  with  the  fame  Ribaldry,  which  their 
Poet  ufes  in  all  his  Songs,  fo  that  there 
is  nothing  in  them  worth  fpeaking  to.

IN  this  Anthem,  the  Reader  may  obferve, 
that  their  Malice  and  Averfion  is  not 
particularly  extended  to  the  Memory  of 
any  one  Prince,  upon  the  Accouut  of  any 
Mifmanagments  they  can  charge  upon  one 
Reign  more  than  another  3  but  that  they 
have  imbib'd  from  the  rebellious  Exam- 
ples of  their  Fore-Fathers,  fuch  an  irre- 
concilable Prejudice  to  all  Kingly  Sove- 
reignty,, and  all  Perfons  who  exercife  the 
Royal  Authority  over  them,  tho9  never 
fo  mildly,  lawfully,  and  juftly,  that  they 
cannot  forbear  fpitting  their  Venom  equal- 
ly upon  the  whole  Race  of  Kings,  from 
our  firft  happy  Union  with  Scotland, 
treating  them  all  alike,  with  fuch  oppro- 
brious Language,  that  -any  Perfon  may 
eafily  perceive  their  fpiteful  Calumnies, 
odious  Lies  and  Abufes ,  and  their  pro- 
phane  Scurrility ,  are  not  only  levelled, 
I  fay,  at  thofe  Princes,  whofe  Faults  they 

have 
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have  mofl  unjuftly  magnify'd  and  multi- 
pl/'d,  but  alfo  at  the  very  Power,  Dig- 
nity, and  Office  of  a  King,  and  all  that 
has  a  Tendency  to  the  Support  of  Regal 
Government  $  to  which  they  are  fuch  a- 
vow'd  and  inveterate  Enemies,  that  no- 
thing but  the  Danger  of  the  Law  re- 
trains their;  Infolence  from  offering  the 
like  Affronts  to  her  prefent  Majefty,  For 
fince  they  have  the  Impudence  to  ufe  all 
her  Majefty's  Royal  Predeceffors  with 
fuch  fhameful  Irreverence,  as  they  do  in 
this  Poem ,  I  am  fure  it  is  fufficient  to 
convince  any  reafonable  Man,  that  their 
Prejudice  to  fo  merciful  and  good  a  Fa- 
mily, can  arife  from  nothing,  but  an  in- 
vincible Hatred  to  all  Monarchy  in  gene- 
ral, which  they  confequently  turn  towards 
allPerfons  that  exercife  a  Kingly  Authority 
over  them,  tho5  never  fo  uprightly.

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This  Piece  of  Lyrick  Poetry,  is  fo  true 
a  ?ye-corner  Panegyrick  upon  their  old  re- 
bellious  Proceedings,  and  dwells  fo  tedioufly 
upon  the  happy  Srtoke,  as  he  impudently 
calls  it,  and  upon  the  Vertues  and  Excel- 
lences   of  thofe    puritanical  Hedg-hqgs, 
■who  wounded  the  Kingdom  with  their 
Prickles,   in  thofe  confounded  Times  of 
Liberty  and  Property ,  when  a  parcel  of 
ravenous  Wolves  had  the  keeping  of  the 
Sheep,    and  a   pack   of  yelping  -  Blood- 
hounds made  their  Kennels  in  our  Church- 
es ,   that  there  is  fcarce  any  thing  in  it 
that   will  admit  of  further    Reflexions, 
than  what  I  have  already  made,   except 
thefe  Paffages  following. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  Stanza's,  the 
Reader  may  obferve,  that  they  do  not  on- 
ly impudently  extol  the  Juftice  of  that 
daring  Action  in  their  Fathers  (i.  e.*) 
brewing  their  vile  Hands  in  the  Blood  of 
the  Bleffed  Martyr 5  but  they  alfo  tell  us, 
that  ithey ,  (  their  Sons,^)  are  highly 
oblig'd  to  their  Progenitors  for  laying  the 
ravenous  Wolf  ajleepy  and  that  they  are 
beholding  to  their  Fathers  for  teaching 
them  to  keep  this  Day ,  viz.  the  %otb~  of 
January  3  fo  that  in  the  iirft  place  it  is 
to  be  noted ,  that  they  have  drawn  the 
Guilt  of  all  their  Fathers  Treafbns,  Mur-

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ders,  aiid  Rebellions  ,  upon  their  own 
Heads,  by  approving,  applauding,  and  fo 
heartily  coflftntihs;  to  their  Wickednefs, 
ex  pofi  ]TMo  o&ftd  I  queftion  not ,  but 
they  will-  all  live  to  be  puniftied  accord- 
ingly.

In  the  feventh  Stanza,  (which  I  think 
is  fo  full  of  Wickednefs,  that  it  could  ne- 
ver be  parallelled  ,  except  by  the  fame 
Villains)  there  to  fhew  their  Reverence  to 
Religion,  they  prophanely  ftigmatize  the 
Loyal  and  Orthodox  Clergy  of  the  beft 
eftablifh'd  Church  in  the  World,  with  the 
ignominions  Name  of  Black  Guard ,  and 
forbid  them  by  their  Railing,  to  blafphenie 
the  righteous  Blow:  An  Expreflion  fo 
hyperbolically  wicked ,  that  an  hone  ft 
Man  would  think  nothing  qould  give 
Vent  to  fuch  a  Hellifh  Saying,  but  the 
very  Mouth  of  a  DeviL

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His  Conclufion  is  much  of  the  fame 
Strain,  wherein  the  Reader  may  obferve 
the  Temperance  and  Sobriety  of  thefe 
Fanatical  Hypocrites ,  who  in  the  Eyes 
of  the  World,  pretend  to  fo  much  Grace 
and  Sandity.

Queen's  Piety,   nor  her  unqueftion  d  De- 
fcent  from  the  Loyns  of  the  Royal  Mar- 
tyr sSon,neither  her  Zeal  for  the  eftablifh'd 
Church,    nor   her  Abhorrence  of  their 
barbarous  Treatment  of  her  Grandfather  s 
Memory  ,   though  her  Reign  was  ufher'd 
in  with  the  Punifhment  of  one  James  Tay- 
lor ,   a  Tanner  in  Southwark ,    who  was 
convi&ed,   and  find,   and  flood   in  the 
Pillory,    for  taking  the  Freedom  to  fay, 
He  was  md  ?jfi  ttherwife  than  he  defervdy 

and 
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*nd  that  it  would  have  been  better  for  the 
Kingdom^  if  the  whole  Family  (not  exclu- 
ding her  Ma jefty)  had  been  fo  fervd.  Sic. 
could  keep  them  within  thofe  Bounds  of 
Refped  Subje&s  ought  to  be  circumfcrib'd 
with.  For  not  holding  themfelves  con- 
tented to  make  ufe  of  the  fen,  to  infinu- 
ate  evil  Surmizes  of  her  Ma  jefty ,  and  her 
Mii}iftry3s  Defigns  \  and  of  the  Tongue,  to 
make  Inveftives  againft  them  in  their  pri- 
vate Cabals,they  rais°d  themfelves  to  fuch  a 
Pitch  of  Impudence,which  they  had  not  ar- 
riv'd  at,  even  in  the  Days  of  her  Predecef- 
fors,and  openly  did  that  which  the  gpod-na- 
tur'd  fort  of  People,  that  have  a  ¥al^ie  for 
them,  are  not  to  be  indued  to  believe 
they  would  be  guilty  of  in  private. 

To  convince  thefe  of  the  Folly  of  their 
Unbelief,  among  the  many  Inftances  that 
are  to  be  given  of  their  Arrogance  and 
Prefumption  ^  I  ihall  lead  them  no  far- 
ther off  from  the  prefent  Time,  than  the 
gor/j  of  January  laft  paft,  when  the  Bre- 
thren, that  call  themfelves  the  Ele£l,  af- 
fembled  to  give  God  Thanks  at  Sakers 
and  Vinners  Halls ,  for  the  horrid  and 
cruel  Murther  of  their  late  dread  Sove- 
reign ^  for  the  Sequel  will  make  appear, 
that  the  manner  of  celebrating  that  Black 
Anniverfary,  was  nothing  different  from

a  Day  of  Rejoycing.  The  Texts  have  ef- 
cap'd  my  Memory,  but  the  Subftance  of  the 
Sermon  had  no  Reference  to  the  Fad: 
they  fhould  have  humbled  themfelves  be- 
fore God  for  3  and  the  Portion  of  Scripture, 
which  was  made  ufe  of  to  be  fung  before 
Sermon,  was  the  2%d  and  2^th  Verfes 
of  the  nBth  Pfalm,  which  are  thefe  : 

This  was  the  mighty  Work  of  God, 

This  was  the  Lords*  own  Fa&  3 
And  it  is  wondrous  to  behold 

With  Eyes,  that  noble  A  El. 
This  is  the  joy  fid  Day  indeed^ 

Which  God  himfelf  hath  wrouglot  5 
Let  us  be  glad,  and  joy  therei?i, 

In  Heart,  in  Mind,  and  Thought* 

To  palliate  this,  the  pretended  Saints 
excufe  themfelves  by  the  Ignorance  of 
the  Clerk,  and  fay,  he  made  choice  of  the 
very  fame  Stanza  s  at  the  Burial  of  his 
own  Wife,  when  her  Funeral  Sermoii 
was  preach'd.  But  if  it  was  done  out  of 
Ignorance,  how  came  the  Clerks  of  the 
two  chief  Congregations,  Pinners-Hall^ 
and  Salters-Ha\l ,  to  make  choice  of  the 
fame  Stanza's  on  the  fa  me  Occafion?  A  Man 
of  any  Fore-fight,  muft  conclude  it  was 

icerted  between  them,  and  it  is  notu- 

o  fiat 
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fual  for  Perfons  of  their  Rank,  In  Con* 
venticles,  to  do  any  thing  of  fuch  a  Na- 
ture, and  in  fo  publick  a  manner,  with- 
out Dire&ion  from  their  Superiors. 

Bsfides,  the  Management  of  themfelves 
after  Sermon,  points  out  a  Combination  5 
and  that  they  came  not  as  to  the  Houfe  of 
Mourning ,  but  the  Houfe  of  Joy  :  For 
inftead  of  fading,  as  the  Proclamation  re- 
quir'd,  and  making  Atonement  for  the 
Sins  of  the  Nation,  they  no  fooner  broke 
up  their  Affembly,  but  fome  of  the  El- 
ders went   home  with   Squire   L x, 

where  they  were  well  entertain  d.  A- 
mongft  other  Difcourfe  concerning  the 
Day,  the  Sermon,  andthePfalm,  feveral  oJ 
the  Preachers,  who  came  to  this  crud 
Merry-meeting,  were  very  witty,  naming 
feveral  Texts,  as  they  thought  proper  for 
the    Occalion,  efpecially  one   of  them, 

whofe  Name  begins  with  an  S ,  faid, 

If  it  had  been  his  turn  to  have  preach'd 
that  Day,  he  would  have  chofen  for  his 
Text,  the  Words  of  Martha  to  our  Savi- 
our, John  lie  39.  Lord,  by  this  time  he 
jlinketh. 

On  the  fame  Day,  to  fhew  what  Diffe- 
rence a  certain  Diflenter  ,  not  far  from 
Bartholomew  Clofe^  had  for  her  Majefty  s 
Proclamation,  that  was  order'd  to  be  read 

IB 
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in  all  Churches,  and  Places  cff  Divine  Wor- 
ihip,  the  Sunday  before,  fet  up  a  Calves- 
Head  upon  a  publick  Place  over  his  Shop 
or  Houfe ,  to  the  view  of  a  promifcuous 
Crowd  of  Neighbours,  who  are  ready  to 
make  Oath  of  it.  But  my  Reader  perhaps 
may  tell  me  it  was  noContempt  of  the  Pro- 
clamation in  him,  fince  all  Proclamations 
are  directed  to  her  Majefty's  loving  Sub- 
jects, and  the  DilTenters  are  pone  of  her 
Majefty's  loving  Subje&s,  wherefore  it  bore 
no  manner  of  Relation  to  him. 

To  crown  all,  let  us  take  a  View  of 
the  Fa&ion  in  the  Burrough  of  Southivarky 
and  there  we  fhall  find  them  not  a  Jot  be- 
hind Hand  with  their  Fellow  Labourers 
in  Sedition,  the  Citizens  of  London  5  and 
after  a  plentiful  Entertainment  at  one 
Crofle/s,  at  the  Sign  of  their  two  Men, 
(viz.  the  two  Brewers)  adjourn  d  to  the 
Bull-Head  Tavern :  Among  whom  was  one 
Mr.  Claxton,  a  Gentleman  of  a  fairer  Re- 
putation than  the  reft  ,  whofe  Occafions 
calling  him  down  Stairs  from  the  Place 
of  Merriment,  gave  on  Opportunity  to 
one  Mercer,  a  Scrivener ,  to  diffwade  him 
from  returning  to  his  Mifcreant  Compa- 
nions ,  left  Dangers  might  enfue  the  Di~ 
iturbance  they  made  in  drinking  their  a* 
bqminable  Healths,  and  other  Demonftra- 

O  2  tions 
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tions  of  Triumph  and  Rejoycing.  Claxton 
took  his  Friend's  Advice ,-  and  went  no 
more  to 'them  j  but  the  Drawer,  whofe 
Name  is  Boife9  and  is  now  a  Servant  at  the 
fame  Place,  made  Affidavit,  that  they  had 
Fowls  for  Supper,  whofe  Heads  they  cut 
off  themfelves,  (without  doubt  to  comme- 
morate the  Day;)  and  that  he  obferv*d  at  the 
drinking  of  a  certain  Health,  (which  was 
whifper  d  about  from  one  to  the  cither,  fo 
that  the  Deponent  could  not  give  the  Court 
the  Name  of  it)  every  other  Man  laid 
down  his  Head  upon  the  Table,  and  the 
next  Man  to  him  gave  a  Stroak  with  his 
Hand  upon  his  Neck,  as  if  in  Imitation 
of  the  beloved  Act  of  Decollation,  after 
which  follow'd  a  general  Hu&z>a  j  &*c. 
The  Noife  made  a  Confqfion  in  the  Houfe, 
by  Reafon  it  was  altogether  improper  for 
fiich  an  Anniverfary,  and  the  Miftrefs  of 
the  Houfe,  upon  Enquiry  from  the  Draw- 
er, and  the  Solicitations  of  the  feveral  o- 
ther  Companies  that  were  refrefhing  them- 
felyies  with  a  Glafs,  gave  Notice  of  it  to 
Jultice  Ladd,  a  Neighbour  of  the  faid 
Burroughs  who  conven d  them  before  him, 
but  difmifs'd  them  for  that  time,  in  or- 
der to  their  Appearance  before  him  and 
the  Bench  of  Juftices,  wfaeii  calFd  for.  Ac- 
cordingly they  were  lent  for,  and  examin  d 

at 
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at  the  next  Sejfion  of  the  Peace,  but  whe- 
ther the  Law  requir'd  more  dired  Proof 
to  convid:  them,  or  the  Majority  of  the 
Gentlemen  upon  the  Bench  had  not  fuch 
an  Abhorrence  of  fuch  Principles  as  they 
cleferv'd,  I  am  not  to  determine,  they 
were  difmifs'd  without  any  Profecution, 
which  has  been  thought  ftrange  among 
fome  People,  while  Proteftions  of  the  ad- 
verfe  Party,  are  fo  much  in  Requeft. 

At  another  Tavern,  in  the  fame  Year  i~ 
bove  mentioned,  there  were  a  Company  of 
four  Whigs  got  together  aTipling,  and 
difcourfing  over  their  Godly  Deeds,  from 
Forty  One  and  downwards,  they  came  at 
laft  to  their  joyful  Day  indeed,  the  Decol- 
lation of  King  Charles  the  Firft.  Upon 
which,  one  of  them  Ihrugg  d  up  his  Shoul- 
ders, and  with  a  Fanatical  Grin,  which 
they  ufe  for  a  Smile,    faid,   with  a  Gufioy 

The  £)- n  has  a  fine  white  Neck, . 

What  he  might  infinuate  by  it,  is  a  Hor- 
for  to  me  to  imagine,  wherefore  I  fhall 
leave  it  to  thofe  that  are  in  Authority,  to 
be  explained. 

Another  very  eminent  Man,  of  very 
great  Diftinclion  in  the  City  of  London 
for  Riches,  Atheifm,  and  Immorality, 
being  in  a  publick  Coffee-Houfe,  I  will 
not  fay  whether  Garraways  or  Jonathans, 

but 
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but  it  was  one  of  them ,  hearing  fome 
Gentlemen  on  that  Day  exclaiming  a^ 
gainft  the  barbarous  Adion  that  gave  Be- 
ing to  the  Anniverfary  ,  and  holding  an 
Argument  of  Kings  being  accountable 
to  God  only  5  was  pleasd  to  interpofe,  by 
thrufting  his  Horns  into  Company,  and 
faying,  He  that  held  it  in  the  Affirmative, 
was  in  the  Right,  which  was  a  fujficient 
Reafon  for  the  Parliament  of  England  to 
cut  off  King  Charles  the  Firfl's  Head  3  and 
juflifiedtheABion,fmce  info  doing, they  fent 
him  to  God  to  make  up  his  Accounts  with  him. 
The  time  would  fail  me  to  enumerate 
the  many  Villainous  Paflages  that  have 
occurxd  on  this  deplorable  Subjed; 
Wherefore  I  fhall  conclude  with  this  Re- 
mark ,  That  they  not  only  repeat  this 
horrid  Martyrdom  in  their  Feftivais  eve- 
ry %oth  of  January ,  but  the  chief  of  their 
Teachers,  who  goes  for  an  Apoftle 
with  them,  St,  Baxter,  (who  bragg'd,  that 
He  hadfpent  a  Gallon  of  his  Blood,  fgh+i?ig 
againjl  the  Xing)  in  his  Saints  everla fling 
Reft,  Edit.  1649.  p,  82,  83.  thofe  of  the 
Regicides,  and  other  Rebels,  who  were 
then  dead,  went  ftreight  into  Heaven,  and 
names  feveral  of  them,  as  Brook,  Pirn, 
Hambden,  and  White,  who  was  one  of  the

tor  of  their  AfTembly  of  Divines  ,  <$#. 
and  describes  Heaven  in  the  Form  of  a 
Parliament ,  and  calls  it  Parliamentum 
Beatum.  And  we  muft  fuppofe  he  meant 
it  that  Form  of  a  Parliament  they  had 
then.,  that  is,  without  a  King..  Which 
minds  me  of  the  Note  in  one  of  their  Ser- 
mons, wherein  they  found  Fault  with  our 
Translation  of  the  Bible,  (as  made  by  Bi- 
fhops)  for  that  it  was  full  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  and  the  Kingdom  of  God,  over 
and  over  again,  every  where  3  but  there 
was  not  a  Word  of  the  'Parliament  of  God  $ 
which  they  hop  d  to  find  in  the  Original, 

Bat  we  are  not  to  anfwer  for  what  our 
Fore-Fathers  did,   fay  the  Religious  Re~ 
view ,    Obfervator ,   and  the  reft  of  our 
Whig  Papers  3    they   are  dead ,   and  the 
Guilt  lies  at  their  Boor  :  Not  rememberings 
that  fuch  Offences  are  to  be  punifh'd  to 
the  third  and  fourth  Generation.     Befides^ 
what  one   fingle  Perfon  among  the  whole 
Fraternity  of  the  Diflenters,    that  main- 
tain the  Principles  of  41,  as  taking  Arms 
againft  th^if  Soveraign,  &c.  can  be  ex- 
cepted from  the  Guilt  of  this  execrable 
Murder  >     What  one  of  them  does  not 
juftify  the  41  Principle  of  Power  in  the 
PeQple,  and  to  coerce  their  Kings  i  It  was 
this !  this  !  which  cut  off  the  Kings  Head, 

It 
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It  was  not  the  Ax  *  but  the  Hand  that 
firuck  with  it :  It  was  not  the  Hand,  but 
thofe  who  impowerd  him :  It  was  not 
thofe  who  importer  d  him,  but  the  Principle 
which  pofTefTed  them,  that  was  the  Origin 
nal  and  Formal  Executioner.  And  whoe- 
ver hold  the  fame  Principle,  mull  be  rea- 
dy for  the  fame  Work  again,  if  they 
will  be  true  to  themfelves.  They  cannot 
fay,  that  King  Charles  the  Firft  did  fuffer 
unjuftly,beeaufe  he  deny 5d  the  JurifdiBion 
of  the  Court,  and  refus'd  to  plead.  He 
would  not  own  the  Soveraign  Authority 
of  the  People,  which  was  the  highefl  Trea- 
son, if  the  Principles  of  Forty  One  be  true. 
And  he  deferv  d  to  die  like  a  Criminal, 
that  flood  Mute,  whether  he  was  guilty 
of  the  particular  Fads  charg  d  upon  him 
or  not.  And  whoever  hold  thefe  Princi- 
ples ,  are  Calves-Head  Men ,  whether 
they  go  to  their  Feafts  or  not.  So  much 
for  a  Subjed  which  all  Chriftian  Lands 
ought  tobealham'd  of,  efpecially  this, 
that  makes  fo  many  Pretences  of  excel- 
ling  our  Neighbours  in  Piety,  when  there 
is  not  one  that  has  come  up  to  us  in  the 
fuperlative  Wickednefs  of  putting  our 
lawful  Prince  to  Death,  and  afterwards 
Glory  in  an  A&ion  that  calls  for  the  Ha- 
tred of  God  and  Man.

HAving  lately  feen  a  Book  of  yours, 
which  you  are  pleafed  to  call  king 
CHARLES  his  Cafe,  or  an  Appeal  to 
all  Rational  Men  concerning  his  Tryal ;  I  was 
much  invited  to  read  it?  by  the  Ingenuity 
promifed  in  your  Title.  For  having  heard 
you  Stile  your  felf  Soliciter  General  for  the 
King's  Dread  Sovereign ,  and  your  own 
Honourable  Client ,  the  People  $  I  was 
much  taken  with  your  Impartiality,  that 
not  only  exempts  all  Rational  Men  from 
being  yoot  Clients  in  this  Cafe,  in  making 

them 
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them  by  your  Appeal  your  Judges:  For 
no  Man  you  know  can  be  Judge  in  his 
own  Cafe,  but  acknowledge  your  High 
Court  from  which  you  Appeal  to  all  Ra- 
tional Men  to  confift  of  no  fuch :  But  in- 
deed I  had  not  read  many  lines  before  I  found 
mine  own  Error,  as  well  as  yours,  and 
your  Proceedings  nothing  agreeable  to  the 
plain  Dealing  I  expe&ed  from  you ;  for 
you  prefently  fall  to  infult  upon  theUnhap- 
pinefs  of  your  undeferved  Adverfary,  and 
that  with  fo  little  Moderation,  as  if  you

vity of  that  Court,  which  you  fay  right 
wifely,  {hall  be  admir'd  at  the  Day  of  Judg- 
ment. And  therefore  you  do  ill  to  accufe 
him  of  reading  JohnforPs  and  Sbakefpear^s 
Plays,  which  it  ieems  you  have  been  more 
in  your  felf  to  much  worfe  purpofe,  elfe 
you  had  never  hit  fo  right  upon  the  very 
Diale£t  of  their  railing  Advocates,  in  which 
{believe  me)  you  have  really  out-aftedall 
that  they  could  fancy  of  Paffionate  and  Ri- 
diculous Outrage. 

For  certainly,  Siiy  I  am  fo  Charitable  to 
believe  it  was  your  Paflion  that  impofed  up-

niflbment  of  Ribaldry.  And  for  the  Laws 
of  God,  they  abfolutely  Condemn  it  ;  of 
which  I  wonder  you  that  pretend  fo  much 
to  be  his  Counfel,  fhould  be  either  fo  igno- 
rant or  forgetful. 

Calamity  is  the  Vifitation  of  God,  and  (as 
Preachers  tell  us)  a  Favour  he  does  to  thofe 

he 
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he  loves  ;  where  ever  it  falls,  it  is  the  work 
of  his  Hand,  and  fhould  become  our  Pity, 
oot  our  Infolence.  This  the  Ancient  Hea* 
then  knew,  who  believing  Thunder  came 
from  the  Arm  oi  God,  reverence  the  very 
Trees  it  lighted  on. 

But  ybur  Paffion  hath  not  only  mifled 
you  agairift.  Civility,  and  Chriftian  Cha- 
rity, but  Common  Senfe  alfo  ;  elfe  yoii 
would  never  have  driven  your  Chariot  of 
|ieafon  (  as  you  call  it )  fo  far  out  of  the 
Road,  that  you  forget  whither  you  are  go- 
ing, and  run  over  every  thing  jthat  ftands  in 
yquf  way  ;  I  mean,  your  unufual  way  of 
Argument,  not  only  againft  Reafon,  but 
your  felf,  as  you  do  it  at  the  firft  fally  ;  for 
after  ydiir  fit  of  raving  is  over,  you  bellow 
fnuch  pains  to  prove  it  one  of  the  Funda- 
mentals of  Law,  That  the  King  is  not  above 
the  Law,  but  the  Law  above  the  King, 
And  this  you  deraign,  as  you  call  it,  r'«  far, 
that  at  length  you  fay,  the  King  hath  not  by 
Law  fo  much  Power  as  a  Juftice  of  Peace, 
to  corpmit  any  Man  to  Prifon  ;  which  you 
would  never  have  done,  if  you  had  coafi- 
dered  from  whom  the  Juftice  derives  his 
Power,  or  in  whofe  Name  his  Warrants  run ; 
clfe  you  may  as  well  fay,  a  Man  may  give 
that  which  he  hath  not ;  or  prove  the  Moon 
hath  more  Light  than  the  Sun,  becaufe  he 
cannot  fhine  by  Night  as  the  Moon  doth; 

But 
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But  you  needed  not  have  ftrained  fo  hard, 
for  this  will  ferve  you  to  no  purpofe,  but  to 
prove  that  which  was  never  denied  by  the 
King  himfelf ;  for  if  you  had  not  a  much 
wbrfe  Memory  than  Men  of  your  Condi- 
tion fhould  have,  you  could  not  fo  foon  have 
forgotten,  that  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  that  Charge,  the  King  demanded  of  your 
High  Court,  by  what  Law  they  could  fit 
to  judge  him  ;  (as  offering  to  fubmit  if  they 
could  produce  any,)  but  then  Silence  or  In- 
terruption were  thought  the  beft  ways  of 
confefling  there  was  no  fuch  thing :  And 
when  he  undertook  to  fliew  them  both  Law 
and  Reafon  too,  why  they  could  not  doit  ; 
the  Righteous  Prefident  told  him  plainly,  he 
muft  have  neither  Law  nor  Reafon,  which 
was  certainly  (as  you  have  it  very  finely) 
the  moft  comprehend ve,  impartial,  and  glo- 
rious Piece  of  Juftice,  that  ever  was  played 
on  the  Theatre  of  England ;  for  what  could 
any  Court  do  more  than  rather  condemn  it 
it  felf  than  injure  Truth  ? 

But  you  had  better  have  left  this  whole 
Bufinefs  of  the  Law  out  of  your  Appeal  to 
all  Rational  Men,  who  can  make  no  ufe  of 
it,  but  againft  your  felf ;  for  if  the  Law  be 
above  the  King,  much  more  is  it  above  the 
Subject.  And  if  it  be  fo  heinous  a  Crime  in 
a  King,  to  endeavour  to  fet  himfelf  above 
Law;  it  is  much  more  heinous  for  Subjefts 
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to  fet  themfelves  above  King  and  Law  both 
Thus,  like  right  Mountebanks,  you  are  fain 
to  Wound  and  Poifon  your  felves  to  cheat 
others,  who  cannot  but- wonder  at  the  Con- 
fidence of  your  Impollure,  that  are  not  a- 
(ham'd  to  magnify  the  Power  of  the  Law, 
while  you  violate  it  ;  and  confefs  you  fet 
your  felves  really  above  the  Law,  to  con* 
demn  the  King  for  bijt  intending  it. 

And  indeed,  Intentions  and  Defigns  are 
the  rcioft  confiderable  part  both  of  your  Ac- 
cufations  and  Proofs,  feme  of  which  you  are 
fain  to  fetch  a  great  way  off,  as  far  as  his 
Coronation  Oath,  which  you  next  fay,  He, 
or  the  Archbifhops  by  his  Order,  emafcula- 
ted>  and  left  out  very  material  Words  (which 
the  People  fhall  chooie)  which  is  moft  falfe; 
for  thefe  Words  were  not  left  out,  but  ren- 
dred  with  more  Senfe  (which  the  Commo* 
naky  have,)  and  if  you  confider  what  they 
relate  to  (Cuftoms)  you  will  find  you  can- 
not, without  open  Injury,  interpret  (elegerit 
m  the  Latin  Oath)  fh&ll  choofe,  not  hath 
ehofen  ;  for  if  you  will  have  confuetudims 
quas  vtdgas  elegerit^  to  mean  Cuftoms  which 
are  to  be  not  only  ufe,  which  muft  be  often 
repeated  before  it  become  a  Cuftom,  but 
choice  which  neceffarily  preceeds  ufe. 

But  fuppofe  it  were  as  you  would  have  it, 
I  cannot  fee  with  what  reafon  you  can  pre* 
fume  it  to  be  a  defign  to  fubvert  the  Lawsy 

fince 
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fince  you  know  he  had  fworn  to  defend  them 
before  in  the  firft  Article  of  the  Oath,  from 
which  I  wonder  how  you  can  fuppofe  that 
fo  wife  a  Prince  (as  you  acknowledge  hira 
to  be,)  could  be  fo  irrational  to  believe  him- 
felf  Abfoluteby  thisOmiffion.  Butyouare 
not  without  further  Contradi&ion  yet,  for 
if  he  were  fo  perfidious  a  Violater  of  Oaths  as 
you  would  have  the  World  believe,  what 
reafon  had  he  to  be  fo  confeientious  of  ta- 
king them  ?  certainly  he  hath  little  caufe  to 
be  nice  what  Oaths  he  takes,  that  hath  no 
regard  what  Oaths  he  breaks. 

Nor  can  I  poffibly  understand  your  other 
Confirmation  of  his  refufal  to  take  the  Oath, 
as  his  Predeceffors  had  done,  which  you  will 
have  a  defign  torefufehisaffenttofuch  good 
Laws  rather  than  bad  Ones,  as  the  Parlia- 
ment fbould  tender ;  for  befides  the  abfurd 
Conceipts  that  he  muft  (till  like  the  bad  bet-: 
ter  than  the  good,  if  youconlidei  what  you 
fay  afterward?,  the  charitable  Senfe  Will  ap- 
pear by  your  own  Words  to  be  trueft  ;  for 
you  confefs  he  gave  his  affent  to  any  bad  one, 
elfe  you  had  not  been  fain,  for  wantoffuch, 
to  accufe  him  of  a  few  good  ones,  as  you  do 
there  ;  which  of  thefe  is  moft  probable,  let 
every  rational  Chriftian  judge. 

Your  next  Argument,  to  prove  the  King's 
dgfign  to  deftroy  the  Law,  is  thus  ordered- 
Thofe  Knights  that  were  by  an  old  Statute 
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to  attend  at  the  King's  Coronation,  being 
promifedby  his  Proclamation  (in  regard  of 
the  Jnfe&ion  then  fpread  through  the  King- 
dom) a  Difpenfation  for  their  Abfence,  were 
after  fined  at  the  Council  Table ;  no  doubt 
by  the  Procurement  of  fome  of  your  own 
Tribe,  where  they  pleading  the  Proclamati- 
on for  their  Indemnity  were  anfwered,  That 
the  Law  of  the  Land  was  above  any  Procla- 
mation; Your  Conclufion  is  therefore,  The 
King  had  a  defign  to  fubvert  the  Laws :  Sure 
there  is  no  Man  in  his  Wits,  but*  would 
conclude  the  contrary  ;  fuoh  Arguments  as 
thefe  are  much  like  the  Ropes  that  Oanus 
t  wifted  only  for  Afles  to  devour. 

But  if  this  fhould  fail,  you  know  you  were 
provided  with  anotffef  not  lefs  fubftantial, 
and  that  is,  his  Alteration  of  the  Judges  Com- 
miffions,  who  heretofore  had  their  Places 
granted  to  them  during  their  Good  Behavi- 
our, but  he  made  them  but  during  Pleafure, 
of  this  you  make  a  fad  Bufinefs  of  a  very  ima- 
ginary evil  Confequence  ;  but  if  you  had 
.confidered  before,  what  you  fay  presently  af- 
ter, That  the  King,  and  not  the  Judges,  is 
to  be  accountable  for  the  Injuftice  and  Op- 
preflion  of  the  Government,^,  you  would 
have  found  it  very  juft,  that  he  fhould  ufe 
his  Pleafure  in  their  Difmiffion  as  well  as 
Choice  ;  for  Men  of  your  Profeffion,  that 
have  lived  long  enough  to  be  Judges,  are 
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not  fuch  Punies  in  cunning,  to  play  their 
Feats  of  Iniquity  above-board  :  and  if  they 
may  fit  ftill  they  can  be  proved  to  have  mif- 
behaved  themfelves  ;  the  Prince  that  is  to 
give  account  for  all,  may  fooner  know  he 
is  abufed,  than  know  how  to  help  himfelf. 
All  the  Inconveniency  which  you  can 
fancy  poflible  to  enfue  it,  is  only  to  fuch 
bad  Judges  as  buy  their  Places ;  of  whofe 
Condition  and  Lofs  you  are  very  fenfible, 
as  if  they  had  too  hard  a  Bargain  of  Injuftice, 
believe  they  may  have  Reafon  enough  to 
give  unjuft  Judgment,  rather  than  lofe  their 
Places  and  their  Money  too,  if  they  fball 
receive  fuch  Intimation  from  the  King.  But 
you  forget  your  felf,  when  you  put  this  in 
your  Appeal  to  all  Rational  Men  ;  for  they 
will  tell  you,  this  was  a  bold  Affront  done 
to  your  High  Court  of  Juftice  :  For  if  it 
were  potential  Tyranny  (as  you  will  have 
it)  in  the  King  to  have  but  a  Defign  to  en- 
dure the  Judges  to  give  Sentence  againft  the 
Law,  which  you  fay  brings  the  People  the 
very  next  Step  to  Slavery  ;  What  is  it  in 
thole  who  prefume  to  give  Sentence  them- 
felves, not  only  contrary  to  Law,  but  the 
declared  Opinion  of  all  the  Judges,  and  thole 
of  their  choofing  too  ?  And  (I  befeech  you) 
whither  by  your  own  Do&rine  does  this 
bring  the  People  thatfubmit  to  it  ?  Certain- 
ly, if  you  that  can  accufe  the  King  of  this, 
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had  been  a  Jew  heretofore,  you  would  not 
only  have  ftoned  your  Fellows,  but  your 
Saviour  too. 

But  if  all  your  Arguments  {hould  mifcar- 
ry,  you  have  a  Referve  left,  that  does  (as 
you  fay)  irrefragably  prove  the  Defign  ; 
what's  that  ?  He  is  reftlefs  to  deftroy  Parlia- 
ment, or  make  them  ufelefs.  Believe  me9 
this  is  right  lgnotum  per  ignctwusr  excellent 
Confequence  to  prove  his  Defign  by  his  De- 
fires ;  you  fhould  have  proved  his  Defires 
firft,  (if  you  would  prove  his  Thoughts  by 
his  Thoughts)  for  certainly  if  ever  he  de- 
figned  it,  he  defired  it  firfh  You  had  bet- 
ter have  concluded  plainly  he  did  it  becaufe 
he  defigned  it,  for  that  is  all  one  in  Senfe ; 
But  if  I  might  be  but  half  fo  bold  with  your 
Defigns,  1  fhould  with  more  Reafon  guefs 
you  have  one  to  make  us  belidve  you  have 
one  to  make  us  believe  your  familiar  Ac- 
quaintance with  the  fecret  Counfels  of  God> 
(which  you  fo  often  pretended  to)  elfe  cer- 
tainly he  has  given  the  Defires  of  Men  fo  pri- 
vate a  Lodging,  that  without?  4iis  own  Dis- 
covery, /w  high  you  can  givetts  no  Account 
of;  you  have  no  other  way*  to  know 
them*  You  do  well,  and  if  I  may  advife 
you ,  you  fhall  give  over  this  unluckly 
ihing  called  Reafon,  and  betake  your  felf 
wholly  to  Revelations, 
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How  thefe  Arguments  \  might  prevail 
with  your  High  Court  of  Juftic^ ;  I  can- 
not tell ;  but,  in  my  Opinion,  they  had 
little  Reafon  to  thank  you  for  this  laft, 
for  while  you  make  the  King  a  Traytor, 
and  prove  his  meer  Defire  to  deftroy  the 
Parliament,  or  make  it  ufelefs,  a  Purpofe  to 
fubvert  the  Laws,  you  do  but  tell  them 
what  they  are  that  have  already  done  it, 
and  the  People  what  a  deal  of  Law  they 
are  to  expect  hereafter.  All  you  can  juft- 
ly,  in  your  own  Senfe,  accufe  the  King  o£> 
is  but  Difcontinuance,  or  untimely  Diffo- 
lution  of  Parliaments^  which  I  wonder  with 
what  Senfe  you  can  interpret  a  Defign  to 
deftroy  the  Parliaments,  fince  all  the  World 
knows  when  he  parted  with  his  Power,  to 
difTolve  the  Parliament  too.  But  fee  how 
doubly  unjuft  you  are  ;  you  accufe  him  for 
not  calling  Parliaments  fo  often  as  he  was 
bound  to  do  by  the  Law  once  a  Year,  (as 
you  fay>  or  oftner,  but  never  confider  how 
that  is  impoflible  to  be  done,  without  di'f- 
folving  tll^i&  often,  for  doing  Which,  not- 
withftanOTSg  with  fo  much  Clamor,  yon 
condemn  him.  Thus  you  charge  him  with 
InconfiftencieSj  and  may  with  much  more 
Reafon  accufe  him  for  calling  Parliaments, 
becaufe  if  he  had  not  called  them,  he  could 
never  have  difFolved  them  ;  which  is  very 
£ke  your  way  of  Argument, 
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But  much  better  than  you  commonly  ufe 
for  your  next,  (to  remove  an  Obje&ion  out 
of  your  way)  is  thus  managed :  The  King, 
and  not  the  Judges  and  evil  Counfellers, 
ought  to  be  accountable  for  the  Male  Admi- 
nistrations, Injuftices,  and  Oppreffions  of  the 
Parliament^  our  Reafonsare,becaufe  he  made 
fuch  wicked  and  corrupt  Judges :  Were  they 
not  his  own  Creatures  ?  and  ought  not  eve* 
ry  Man  to  be  accountable  for  the  Work  of 
his  own  Hands  ?  Believe  me,  this  werefome- 
thing,  if  you  could  prove  he  made  them 
wicked,  as  well  as  Judges.  But  if  this  Plea 
hold,  you  have  argued  well  for  your  honou- 
rable Clients,  the  People ;  for  if  they  made 
the  King  as  you  fay  they  did,  you  have  clear- 
ed him  of  all  fuch  horrid  Crimes,  Murders, 
and  MafTacres,  which  you  take  fo  much 
Pains  to  no  purpofe,  to  accufe  him  of ;  and 
like  a  right  Man  of  Law,  have  undone  your 
Clients,  upon  whofe  Score  you  fet  them  : 
Your  next  Bufmefs  will  be,  to  prove  God 
guilty  of  the  Sins  of  wicked  Men,  for  they 
are  his  Creatures,and  the  Work  of  his  Hands, 
I  take  it.  But  this  is  your  perpetual  Method 
of  doing  him  right,  to  make  him  fole  Au- 
thor and  Owner  of  all  his  ill  ordered  or  un- 
happy Aftions,  and  not  allow  him  a  fharein 
any  good  Deed  or  A&  of  Grace. 

And  thefe  are  the  Fundamentals  of  the 
Charge,  only  Suppofmons  of  Intentions  and 
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Defigns,  which  how  far  you  have  proved 
juft  or  profitable,  let  any  Man  but  your  felf 
judge:  The  Courfe  you  take  afterwards,  is 
much  worfe  in  my  Opinion,  for  you  make 
your  own  Grounds,  and  either  not  prove 
them  at  all,  (which  is  worfe)  prove  them 
upon  their  own  bottom,  as  when  you  take 
upon  you  to  ftate  the  Ground  of  your  Wars, 
and  prove  the  King  to  be  theCaufe  of  it,  you 
do  it  thus  : 

The  King  (you  fay)  fet  up  his  Standard 
of  War  for  the  Advancement  and  Upholding 
of  hisPerfonallntereft,  Power,  and  preten- 
ded Prerogative,  againft  the  pubiick  Interefl 
of  common  Right,  Peace,  and  Safety.  How 
do  you  prove  this  ?  Becaufe  he  fought  for 
the  Militia,  for  a  Power  to  call  and  dilfolve 
Parliaments,  a  negative  Voice,  to  make 
Judges,  confer  Honours ,  grant  Pardons, 
make  Corporations,  inhance  or  debafe  Mo- 
ney, and  avoid  his  own  Grants.  Thefe  you 
call  his  Perfonal  Intereft,  Power,  and  Pre- 
rogative, which  you  fay  he  fought  for :  Now 
put  the  Pofition  and  Proof  together,  and  fee 
what  Senfe  it  will  make,  truly  none  but 
this,  That  he  made  War  for  his  Prerogative, 
becaufe  he  fought  for  his  Prerogative :  Is  not 
not  this  fine  Logick  !  but  fuppofe  it  were 
Senfe,  how  do  you  prove  he  fought  for  his 
Prerogative  ?  To  this  you  have  not  one 
Word  to  fay  ;  and  why  then  Ihould  we  ra- 
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ther  take  your  Word  than  the  King's,  who 
protected  he  took  Arms  in  Defence  of  the 
Proteftant  Religion,  the  Liberty  of  the  Sub- 
je&,  Priviledges  of  Parliament,  and  the  Laws 
of  England  ?  Certainly  there  is  no  Man  in 
his  Wks,but  would  rather  believe  his  Words 
than  your  Arguments,  if  he  does  but  confi- 
der  that  the  moil  improbable  part  of  all,  (he 
protefted  to  fight  for  the  Defence  of  the  Pri- 
vileges of  Parliament^  is  found  by  Experi- 
ence to  be  no  Paradox  :  How  true  the  reft: 
is,  time  will  inftrud  you.  But  yet  lean- 
not  fee  why  we  fhoflj$  not  rather  believe 
them,  than  the  Pretences  of  the  Parliament, 
which  were  more  to  fight  in  Defence  of  his 
Perfon5and  their  own  Privileges,  which  how 
ihey  have  performed  your  felf  can  tell  ;  but 
all  this  while  you  miftake  your  own  Quefti- 
on,  which  was  not  the  right  of  the  Caufe, 
but  the  Caufe,  or  (as  you  have  it;  the  Occa- 
fion  of  the  War  ;  and  if  you  had  a  purpofe 
to  know  that,  Aftions  had  been  the  only 
Guide  of  your  Inquiry  ;  for  Intentions  and 
Words  are  uncertain,  and  if  they  make  no 
Affaults  in  private  Quarrels,  I  know  not  why 
they  fhould  in  publick;  and  therefore,  fince 
we  can  never  agree  about  the  Truth  of  more 
remote  Caufes,  'tis  molt  juft  for  us  to  place 
the  Caufe  of  the  War  where  we  find  the  firft 
Breach  of  the  Peace.  Now,  that  the  King 
was  cleared  of  this,  all  indifferent  Men,  who 
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had  the  Unhappinefs  to  be  acquainted  with 
the  Method  of  their  own  undoing,  can  ve- 
ry well  teftify.  And  if  the  Parliament  fliould 
deny  it,  their  own  Votes  would  contradict 
them,  as  well  as  their  Aft  ions ;  for  when 
they  firft  raifed  Horfe  and  Arms,  they  pre- 
tended to  do  fo,  becaufe  it  appeared  the  King 
feduced  by  wicked  Counfel,intended  to  make 
War  againfl:  the  Parliament ;  whereby  they 
confefs  he  had  not  then  done  it,  and  they 
had  fo  little  Ground  to  make  it  appear  he 
ever  would,  that  they  were  fain  to  ufurp 
the  Right  of  his  Caufe,  to  juftify  their  own; 
and  they  fay,  took  Arms  for  the  Defence  of 
the  King,  which  if  we  grant,  it  muft  follow 
they  firft  made  War  againfl:  him ;  for  no 
Body  elfe  ever  did,  againft  whom  they  could 
poflibly  defend  him  ;  nor  did  their  Aftions, 
in  offering  the  firft  Violence,  lefs  declare  who 
began  the  War,  when  having  an  Army  rea- 
dy to  invade  him,  before  he  fet  up  his  Stan- 
dard, they  both  followed  and  fet  upon  him, 
as  they  did  at  Edge-Hill.  Go  as  far  as  you 
can,  you  will  ftill  find  the  Scots  (whofe 
Quarrel  the  Parliament  took  up  at  thefecond 
Hand,  as  well  as  they  followed  their  Exam- 
ples; were  the  firft  Beginners  of  all. 

This  being  granted,  how  the  King  could 
afterwards  do  lefs  than  he  did,  I  cannot  un- 
der ftand  :  Firft,  he  was  bound  by  the  Law 
of  Nature  ("which  you  fay  is  Legiflative,  and 
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bath  a  fufpenfive  Power  over  all  Human 
Laws,)  to  defend  himfelf.  Secondly,  by  his 
Coronation-Oath,  which  he  took  to  keep  the 
Peace ;  and  how  could  he  do  that,  but  by 
his  railing  Power  to  fupprefs  thofe  who  had 
already  broken  it  ?  Thirdly,  by  the  Laws 
of  the  Land,  which  you  fay  trufted  him 
with  the  Power  of  the  Sword,  and  how 
could  he  preferve  that  Trull ,  if  he  had 
fate  flill,  and  fufFered  others  not  only  to 
take  it  from  him  ,  but  to  ufe  it  againft 
him. 

But  it  is  moft  probable  that  he  never  in- 
tended it,elfe  he  was  very  unwife  to  let  them 
be  before-hand  with  him,  in  feizing  upon 
his  Caftles,  Magazines,  and  Ships ;  for 
which  there  can  be  no  Reafon  imagined, 
but  that  he  was  to  give  them  any  Occafion 
(in  fecuring  them)  to  fufpefl:  he  did  but  in- 
tend a  War.  And  by  all  this,  I  doubt  not  but 
it  appears  plain  enough  to  all  Rational* Men, 
that  he  was  loth  fo  far  from  being  the  Caufe 
of  the  War,  that  be  rather  fell  into  it  by 
avoiding  it ;  and  that  he  avoided  it  fo  long, 
'till  he  was  fain  to  take  Arms  at  fo  great  a 
Difad  vantage,  as  he  had  almoft  as  good  have 
fate  ftill,  and  fufFered.  And  in  this  you  have 
ufed  the  King  with  the  fame  Jufiice  the 
Chriftians  received  from  Nero,  who  having 
fet  Rome  on  fire  himfelf,  a  Sacrifice  to  his 
own  wicked  Genius,  laid  the  Odium  of  it 
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on  the  Chriftians,  and  put  them  to  Death 
fork. 

But  this  way  you  found  too  fair  and  open 
for  your  Purpofe,  and  therefore  declined  it 
for  having  proved  his  Intentions  by  his  De- 
fires,  and  his  Aftionsby  his  Intentions,  you 
attempt  a  more  prepofterons  way  yet,  to 
prove  both ;  by  what  might  have  been  his 
Intentions :  And  to  this  purpofe,  you  have 
the  Confidence  (in  fpight  of  SenfeJ  to  make 
Contingencies  the  final  Caufe  of  Things : 
And  impolitick  Accidental,  poflible  Incon- 
veniences ("which  all  the  Wit  of  Man  can 
never  avoid )  the  intended  Reafons  of  State. 
As  when  you  will  have  the  King  fight  for 
the  Militia,  only  to  command  the  Purfe  of 
the  People ;  for  a  Power  to  make  Judges,on- 
ly  to  wreft  the  Laws  ;  to  grant  Pardons, 
that  publick-fpirited  Men  (as  you  call  tfeemj 
may  be  made  away,  and  the  Murderers 
Pardon,  &c4  All  which  being  Creatures 
of  your  own  Fancy  and  Malice,  (  and  no 
part  of  his  Quarrel  J  you  are  fo  far  from 
proving  he  fought  for  that ;  when  you  have 
ftrained  your  Ability,  all  you  can  fay,  is  but 
this,  in  your  own  Senfe,  That  he  fought  for 
a  Power  to  do  that,  which  he  never  would 
do  when  it  was  in  his  Power  :  But  if  you 
take  this  Liberty,  I  cannot  but  think  how 
you  would  beftir  your  felf,  if  you  could  but 
get  your  God,  as  you  have  done  your  King, 
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before  fuch  an  impartial  High  Court  of  Ju* 
fticeasthis!  how  would  you  charge  him 
with  his  Mifgovernment  in  Nature,  for 
which,  by  the  very  fame  Logick,  you  may 
prove  he  made  us  all  Slaves,  in  caufiug  the 
Weaker  to  hold  his  Life  at  the  Pleafure  of 
the  Stronger ;  that  he  fet  up  a  Sun  to  dazle 
our  Eyes,  that  we  might  not  fee ;  and  to 
kindle  Feavers  in  our  Veins,  made  Fire  to 
burn  us,  Water  to  drown  us,  and  Air  to 
poifon  us,  and  then  demand  Juftice  againft 
him ;  all  which  you  may  eafily  do,  now  you 
have  the  trick  on't,  for  the  very  fame  Rea- 
fon  will  ferve  again,  and  with  much  more 
Probability,  for  'tis  eafier  to  prove,  that  Men 
have  been  burnt,  and  drowned,  and  died  of 
the  Plague,  than  to  make  it  appear  the  King 
ever  ufed  your  finer  Device  to  remove  pub- 
lick  fpirited  Men ;  or  can  you,*5  without  ex- 
treme Injuftice,  fuppofe  he  ever  would? 
For 'tis  fo  much,  as  very  well  known,  he 
highly  favoured  and  advanced  his  greateft 
Oppofers,  (  for  fuch  you  mean,  I  know ) 
whom  he  found  Owners  of  any  eminent  De- 
fert,  as  he  did  the  Earl  of  Strafford,  and  the 
Attorney  General  Noy,  ('and  for  other  honeft 
Men,  as  you  will  have  them,)  whom  Fren- 
zy or  Sedition  fet  againft  him,  by  your  own 
Confeffion ;  he  did  not  fufFer  thofe  black 
Stars,  (very  ftrange  ones)  to  flit  their  No- 
fes,  and  crop  their  Ears. 
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But  now  I  think  of  thefe  honed  publick 
fpirited  Men,  certainly  fome  of  them  have 
not  fo  good  an  Opinion  of  the  Honefty  of 
your  publick  Proceedings,  but  they  would 
willingly  venture  not  only  their  Ears  again, 
(if  they  had  them)  but  their  Heads  too,  in 
Defiance  of  your  moft  comprehenfive  piece 
of  Juftice,  whofe  Caufe,  while  you  take 
upon  you  to  plead  againft  their  Confent,  as 
you  have  done  your  Honourable  Clients  the 
People ;  you  deferve  in  reafon  to  be  thrown 
over  the  Barr  by  your  own  Party,  for  you 
but  confefs  your  own  Injuftice,  while  you 
acknowledge  the  publick  Honefty  of  thofe 
that  oppofe  it. 

How  folid  or  pertinent  thofe  Arguments 
of  yours  have  been,  let  any  Man  that  is  fo- 
ber,  judge  :  But  you  are  refolved,  right  or 
wrong,  they  fhall  pafs,  to  let  us  know  how 
eafily  he  that  has  the  Unhappinefs  to  be  judg- 
ed by  his  Enemies,  is  found  guilty  of  any 
thing  they  pleafeto  lay  to  his  Charge  ;  and 
therefore  fatisfied  with  your  own  Evidence, 
you  proceed  to  Sentence  and  condemn  the 
the  King  with  much  Frailty,  by  the  funda- 
mental Laws  of  this  Kingdom,  by  the  gene- 
ral Law  of  all  Nations,  and  the  unanimous 
Confent  of  all  rational  Men  in  the  World, 
for  imploying  the Powerof the  Sword  to  the 
Deftru&ion  of  the  People,  with  which  they 
intruded  him  for  their  own  Protection.  How 
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you  got  the  Confent  of  rational  Men  to  this 
Sentence,  I  cannot  imagine  ;  for  'tis  moft 
certain,  (by  your  own  Confeffiori)  that  he 
never  imployed  the  Sword,  but  againft  thofe 
who  firft  fought  to  deprive  him  of  it  ;  and 
by  that  very  A&,  declared  they  did  not  truft 
him,  and  confequently  abfolved  him  both 
from  the  Obligation  that  he  had  to  proteflt 
them,  and  the Poffiblility  too:  For  no  Man 
can  defend  another  longer  than  he  defends 
himfelf ;  fo  that  if  you  will  have  your  Sen- 
tence to  be  juft,  you  muft  confefs  it  to  be 
Nonfenfe ;  for  you  muft  not  only  prove,  that 
thofe  who  fought  againft  him  were  the  Peo- 
ple that  trufted  him ;  not  thofe  who  fought 
for  him,  but  the  leffer,  or  lefs  confiderable 
part  of  the  People,  the  People  as  you  have 
Confidence  to  call  your  honourable  Clients, 
being  not  the  twentieth  part  of  the  very 
Rabble ;  which  if  you  can  do,  you  are  much 
wifer  than  Solomon :  For  it  is  eafier  to  divide 
a  Child  into  two  parts,  than  to  make  one  of 
thofe  two  parts  a  whole  Child  ;  and  if  you 
have  the  trick  on't,  you  fhall  be  next  allow- 
ed to  prove,  That  take  four  out  of  fix,  there 
remains  fix  :  Nor  is  there  more  Juftice  or 
Reafon  in  the  Sentence,  than  in  the  Courfe 
you  take  to  uphold  it ;  for  while  you  deny 
the  old  Maxim  of  Law,  That  the  King  can 
do  no  Wrong,  you  maintain  a  new  one  much 
worfe,  That  he  may  fufferanyj  and  having 
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limited  his  Power  to  aft  only  according  to 
Law,  expofe  him  to  fuffer,  not  only  without, 
but  againft  Law.    Truly  it  is  hard  Meafure, 
but  rather  than  fail  of  your  purpofe,  you  will 
make  as  bold  with  Scriptures  as  you  have 
done  with  Reafon,  if  it  ftand  in  your  way  ; 
as  you  do  when  you  interpret  that  place  of 
the  ApofHes,  Where  no  Law  is,  there-  is  no 
Tranfgreflioo,  to  mean,  where  there  is  nei- 
ther Law  of  God  nor  Nature,  nor  pofitive 
Law  :   I  wonder  where  that  is  ;  certainly, 
you  had  better  undertake  to  find  out  a  Plan-s- 
tation for  Archimedes  his  Engines  to  move 
the  Earth,  than  but  fancy  where  that  can  be, 
which  you  muft  do  before  you  can  make  this 
Scripture  to  be  underitood  to  your  purpofe  ; 
and  I  cannot  but  fmile  to  think,  how  hard  a 
Task  that  will  be  for  fuch  a  ftrong  Fancy  as 
yours,  that  cannot  conceive  what  your  feif 
affirm ;  for  when  you  deny  it  poffible  tofup- 
pofe  two  fupreme  Powers  in  one  Nation^ 
you  forget  that  you  had  acknowledged  much 
more  before  ;  for  you  confefs  the  King  to  be 
fupreme,  when  you  fay  very  elegantly,  he 
made  Head  againft  the  Parliament,  who  ac- 
knowledged him  to  be  the  Head  thereof  j 
and  yet  you  fay  the  Parliament  is  the  Su- 
preme Authority  of  the  Nation,    Thus  you 
affirm  that  really  to  be,  which  you  think  is 
impoffible  to  imagine. 
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But  fucli  lucky  Con  traditions  of  your  felf, 
as  well  as  Senfe,  are  as  familiar  with  you  as 
Railing  ;  for  befides  the  many  before-menti- 
oned, and  your  common  Incongruities  of 
Speech,  is  as  far  from  Cdnftru&ion  as  the 
Purpefe  ;  there  are  others,  which  for  your 
Encouragement  ought  not  to  be  omitted  ; 
and  when  you  would  prove  the  King  the 
moft  abominable  Tyrant  that  ever  People 
fuffer'd  under,  yet  you  fay  he  was  beloved 
of  fome,  and  feared  abroad :  His  Judges  you 
compared  to  the  Saints  fitting  in  Judgment 
at  the  lafi:  Day,  and  yet  by  your  own  Do£U 
rine,  they  are  more  like  Bears  and  Wolves, 
in  fitting  by  a  Commiffion  of  Force ;  their 
High  Court  is  a  Royal  Palace  of  the  Princi- 
ples of  Freedom  ;  and  yet,  till  the  People 
voluntarily  fubmit  to  a  Government,  (which 
they  never  did  to  the  Authority  of  that)  they 
were  but  Slaves.  The  Parliament  (you  fay) 
petitioned  the  King  as  good  Subjects  ;  and 
yet  immediately  after,  you  make  them  bis 
Lords,  and  himfelf  Servant ;  fo  they  give 
him  the  Honour  of  his  own  Royal  Affent, 
and  yet  they  often  petitioned  him  for  it. 
His  Trial  you  call  moft  Impartial,  and  yet 
cannot  deny  all  his  Judges  to  be  Parties,  and 
hi$  profeft  Enemies.  But  you  hit  pretty 
right  when  you  fay  he  caufed  more  Proteftant 
Blood  to  be  fhed  than  ever  was  fpilt,  either 
by  Kom%  Heathen,  or  Anti^rjjjiaa  ;  for 
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grant  that  partly  to  be  true,  and  confefs  as 
much  Proteftant  Blood  as  ever  was  fpilt  by 
the  Heathen  Romans,  unlefs  they  could  kill 
Proteftants  eight  hundred  Years  before  there 
were  any  in  the  World  ;  which  eloquent 
piece  of  Nonfenfe  we  muft  impute  to  your 
Ignorance  in  Chronology,  or  Confufion  of 
Notions,  which  you  pleafe.    Nor  are  thofe 
Riddles  of Contradi&ion  only  in  your  Words, 
but  in  the  whole  Courfe  of  your  Proceedings, 
for  you  never  do  the  King  any  Right,  but: 
where  you  do  him  thcgreate  ft  Wrong;  and 
are  there  only  rational,  where  you   are 
moft  inhumane,  as  in  your  additional  Ac- 
cufations,  fince  his  Death,  for  there  you  un- 
dertake to  prove  fomething,  and  give  your 
Reafons  (fuch  as  they  are)  to  make  it  ap- 
pear, which  were  fair  Play,  if  you  do  not 
take  an  advantage  too  unreafonable,  to  ar- 
gue with  the  Dead.    But  your  other  Im- 
peachments confift  only  of  Generals,  prove 
nothing,  or  Intentions,  which  can  never  be 
proved,  or  your  own  forcM  Conftro&ions 
of  Aftions,  or  what  might  have  been  A£ti- 
ons,  but  never  were  ;  ail  which  you  only 
aggravate  with  Impertinency  and  foul  Lan- 
guage, but  never  undertake  to  prove  ;  and 
if  we  fhould  grant  all  you  would  fay,  and 
fuppofe  you  faid  it  in  Senfe  or  Order,  k 
would  ferve  you  to  no  purpofe,  unlefs  you 
have  by  Proof  or  Argument  applied  it  to  him,  * 
wfiich  you  never  went  about  to  do.         But 
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-But  if  this  were  the  worft,  you  might  be 
born  with,  as  a  thing  more  becoming  the 
Contempt,  than  the  Anger  of  Men  ;  but 
who  can  preferve  any  Patience,  that  does  but 
think  upon  shat  Prodigy  of  your  Injuftice, 
as  well  as  Inhumanity,  to  accufe  the  King 
after  his  Death,  of  what  you  were  afhamed 
to  charge  him  with  when  alive  ?  For  what 
you  fay  concerning  the  Death  of  King  James r 
you  wiil  become  the  Scorn  of  your  own 
Party,  for  they  never  ufed  it  farther  than 
they  found  it  of  Advantage  to  fome  Defign 
they  had  in  hand ;  as  when  they  would  move 
the  King  to  graat  their  Propofitions,  they 
made  it  ferve  for  an  Argument  to  him  ;  if 
he  would  Ogn,  he  fhould  be  ftill  their  Gra- 
cious King ;  if  not,  he  killed  his  Father :  But 
when  they  found  he  would  not  be  convinced 
of  fuch  Logick,  they  laid  it  utterly  afide7  for 
(without  doubt)  they  had  not  loft  an  Ad- 
vantage fo  ufeful  as  they  might  have  made  it 
in  the  Charge,  had  they  not  known  it  would 
have  coft  them  more  Impudence  to  main- 
tain, than  they  fhould  need  to  ufe  in  pro- 
ceeding without  it ;  but  let  us  confider  your 
Student's  Mighty  with  which  you  firfl:  fay 
you  are  fatisfied,  and  yet  after  have  it  as  a 
Biddle.  Firft,  he  was  obferved  to  hate  the 
Duke,  but  inftantly,  upon  the  Death  of  King 
James,  took  him  into  his  fpecial  Grace  and 
Fay  cur,  of  which  you  conceive  this  Art  muft 

be

be  the  Caufe.  Believe  me,  your  Con jefture 
is  contrary  to  all  Experience,  and  the  com- 
mon  Manner  of  Princes,  who  ufe  to  love  the 
Treafon,  but  hate  the  Traytor ;  and  if  he 
had  been  fo  politick  a  Tyrant  as  you  would 
defcribe  him,  he  would  never  believe  his 
Life  fafe,  nor  his  Kingdom  his  own,  while 
any  Man  lived,  (much  lefs  his  Enemy,  whom 
fuch  a  King  would  never  truft)  of  whofe 
Gift  and  Secrefy  he  held  them  both  ;  nor  is 
it  likely  that  he  who  would  not  fpare  the 
life  of  his  Father  to  gain  a  Kingdom,  fhould 
fpare  the  Life  of  his  Enemy  to  fecure  it.  As 
fpr  his  diffclving  the  Parliament,  I  believe 
not  only  all  Wife  Men,  but  all  that  ever 
heard  of  this,  will  acquit  him,  whether  ha 
did  it  to  avoid  the  Duke's  Impeachment, 
you  cannot  prove,  but  if  you  could,  you  muft 
confider,  that  in  fuch  Cafes*  Princes  may  as 
well  prote£i  their  Favourites  from  Injury  as 
Juftice,  (ince  no  Innocence  can  ferve  them, 
if  they  lie  asopentotheQueftion,  as  they  do 
to  the  Envy  of  Men, 

But  for  the  beter  Satisfaftion  of  thofe  you 
appeal  to,  I  fhall  add  this :  It  is  moft  cer- 
tain that  this  Humour  of  Innovation  began 
to  ftir  in  the  firft  Parliament  of  this  King, 
and  grew  to  an  Itch  in  the  Commons  for  the 
Alteration  of  Government ;  to  which  end^ 
they  firft  refolved  to  pull  down  the  chief  In- 
ftrument  thereof,  the  Duke  of  Buckingham : 

But

But  having  then  no  Scotch  Army,  nor  A£t 
of  Continuance  to  affiire  their  Sitting,  all 
the  Wit  of  Malice  could  never  invent  more 
politick  Courfe  than  to  impeach  him,  and 
put  this  Article  (true  or  falfe)  into  hisCharge ; 
for  thus  they  wefe  not  only  fure  of  the  Af- 
fe&ionsof  the  People,  who  out  of  the  com- 
mon Fate  of  Favourites,  generally  hated  the 
Duke,  and  are  always  pleafed  with  the 
Ruin  of  their  Superiours,  but  fecured  from 
the  King's  Interposition,  whom  they  believ- 
ed by  this  means  bound  up  from  prote&ing 
the  Duke,  (though  he  knew  his  Innocency^ 
left  the  Envy  and  Fancy  of  all  fliould  fall 
upon  himfelf  5  but  the  King,  who  underftood 
their  Meaning,  and  knew  this  was  but  in 
order  to  their  further  Attempts,  (which  al- 
ways begin  with  fuch  Sacrifices)  fuddenly 
diflblved  the  Parliament,  and  by  his  Wif- 
dom  and  Policy,  kept  that  Calamity  fixteen 
Years  after  from  the  People,  which  the  very 
fame  Courfes  and  Fate  of  thefe  unhappy 
Times  have  fince  brought  upon  them.  But 
yoti  have  taken  more  Pains  to  prove  him 
Guilty  fince  his  Death  of  the  Rebellion  in 
Ireland,  altho'  with  as  little  Reafon  or  Inge- 
nuity, only  you  deal  fairly  in  the  Beginning, 
and  tell  us  what  Judgment  and  Confcience 
we  are  to  expect  from  you,  when  you  fay, 
ss  a  Ground  for  all  your  proofs,  If  you  meet 
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a  Man  running  down  Stairs  with  a  bloody 
Sword  in  his  Hand,  and  find  a  Man  (tab- 
bed in  the  Chamber,  though  you  did  not 
fee  this  Maja  run  into  the  Body  by  that  Man 
which  you  met  •,  yet  if  you  were  of  the 
Jury,  you  durft  not  but  find  him  Guilty  of 
the  Murther,  I  hope  not  before  you  know 
whether  the  Man  killed  were  fent  by  the 
King  to  fetch  the  Man  you  met,  for  then 
you  may  fay  it  muft  be  in  his  own  Defence: 
Truly  you  are  a  fubtil  Enquirer,  but  let  us 
hear  fome  of  the  clear  Proofs;    firft,  he 
durft  never  deny  it  abfolutely  ;  befides  the 
notorious  Falfhood  of  that,  it  is  mod  fenfe- 
lefs  to  imagine,  that  he  who  had  Wicked- 
nefs  enough  to  commit  fo  horrid  an  Aft, 
fliould  have  the  innocent  Modelly  not  to  de- 
ny it,  when  he  durft  not  own  it.    He  feflt 
Thanks  to  Musketry  and  Plunket  by  Ormond, 
which  you  are  confident  his  Height  of  Spi- 
rit would  never  have  done,  if  he  had  not 
been  as  guilty  as  themfelves ;  and  may  not 
Otmond,  that  carried  the  Thanks,  be  by  the 
fame  Reafon  as  well  proved  guilty  as  the 
King  ?   What's  next,  If  he  had  not  beed 
guilty,  he  would  have  made  a  thoufand  De- 
clarations, and  have  fent  to  all  Princes  in 
the  World  for  Affiftance  againft  fuch  Hell- 
hounds, and  Blood-  hound?,  &c.   That  was 
impoflible  to  be  done  without  fending  to 
t^e  Pope,  and  then  you  would  haveprpved 
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it  clear  indeed*  But  the  Copy  of  his  Com* 
niiijion  to  the  Irijb  Rebels,  is  m  the  Hands 
of  the  Parliament.  'Tis  rnoft  certain,  they 
never  believed  it  themfelves,  elfe  it  had  not 
been  omitted  in  the  Charge*  But  now  for 
an  Argument  to  the  purpofe  ;  after  the  Irijh 
were  proclaimed  Tray  tors  and  Rebels  by 
the  King,  their  General  Council  made  an 
Oath  to  hear  true  and  faithful  Allegiance  to 
King  Charles,  and  by  all  means  to  maintain 
ibis  Royal  Prerogative  againfl:  the  Puritans 
in  the  Parliament  of  England,  which  they 
would  never  have  done,  unlefs  he  had  com- 
manded or  confented  to  the  Rebellion  :  But 
obferve  then  what  will  follow ;  after  the 
two  Houfes  at  Weftminjler  were  proclaimed 
Rebels  and  Tray  tors  by  the  King,  they 
made  a  folemn Covenant  to  defend  his  Roy- 
al  Perfon,  Rights  and  Dignities,  againfl:  all 
Gppofers  whatfoever  ;  and  therefore  by  the 
fame  Reafon  he  did  command  or  confent  to 
the  War  raifed  by  the  Parliament  raifed  a- 
gainft  himfelf.  But  did  they  not  fay  they 
had  his  Commiflion,  and  call  themfelves  the 
King  and  Queen's  Armies  ?  But  then,  you 
forgot  who  they  were  that  faid  fo,  Hell- 
hounds, and  Blood-hounds,  Fiends  and  Fire* 
brands,  and  bloody  Devils,  not  to  be  named 
without  Fire  and  Brimftone  ;  do  you  think 
fuch  are  not  to  be  believed,  (efpecially  when 
they  fpeak  for  their  own  Advantage)  rather 
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than  the  People  of  God,  the  faithful  of  the 
Land  at  Wejtminfter,  who  likewife,  when 
they  raffed  Forces,  faid,  they  did  it  for  the 
King  and  Parliament  ?  Can  any  Man  in  his 
Wits  deny  but  the  King  is  to  be  believed 
before  either  of  thefe  ?  And  yet  you  can- 
not be  perfwaded,  but  his  Offer  to  go  in 
Perfon  to  fupprefs  the  Rebellion,  was  a  De- 
fign  to  return  at  the  Head  of  20  or  30000 
Rebels  to  have  deftroyed  this  Nation;  that's 
very  ftrange !  butfirft,  how  fhall  we  believe 
what  you  fay  before,  (to  fhew  your  Breed- 
ing ?  Never  was  Bear  fo  unwillingly  brought 
to  the  Stake,  as  he  to  declare  againfl:  the  Re- 
bels, if  he  offered  to  adventure  his  Perfon 
to  fupprefs  them :  When  you  made  this 
agree  in  Senfe,  let  us  know  how  you  can  fup- 
pofe  the  fame  Perfon,  the  wifeft  King  in 
Chriftendom,  and  yet  fo  foolifh  to  ftudy 
his  own  Deftruftion ;  for  who  could  fuffer 
fo  much  in  the  Ruin  of  this  Nation  as  him- 
felf?  For  his  hindering  the  Earl  of  Leicejlefs 
going  into  Ireland,  he  had  much  more  Rea- 
son to  do  fo,  than  the  Parliament  had  to 
hinder  him,  and  therefore  you  may  as  well 
conclude  them  guilty,  as  him,  of  the -Re- 
bellion* 

That  the  fold  or  exchanged  for  Arms  and 
Ammunition  theCloath  and  Provifions  fent 
by  the  Parliament  to  the  Protectants  in  Ire- 
land, you  muft  either  accufe  the  Parliament, 
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which  feizM  upon  his  Arms  firft,  and  ufed 
them  againft  him,  or  prove  them  above  the 
Law  of  Nature,  (which  I  believe  you  had 
rather  do)  that  commands  every  Man  to 
defend  'himfelf.  But  the  Rebels  in  Ireland 
gave  Letters  of  Mart  for  taking  the  Parlia- 
ments Ships,  but  freed  the  King's  as  their 
very  good  Friends.  I  fee  you  are  ndt  fuch 
a  Wizard  at  Defigns  as  you  pretend  to  be  ; 
for  if  this  be  the  deepeft  Reach  of  your  Seb- 
tilty,  had  you  been  a  Senator  in  Rome, 
when  Hanmhallnvadtd  Italy,  and  burnt  all 
the  Country  of  the  Roman  Di&ator,  you 
would  have  {pared  no  longer  to  have  proved 
him  Confederate  with  the  Enemy.  But  I 
fear  I  may  feem  as  vain  as  your  felf  in  repeat- 
ing your  Im pertinencies.  There  is  one  Ar- 
gument that  would  have  ferv'd  inftead  of  all 
to  convince  you  of  Wickednefs  and  Folly  ia 
this  Bufinefs,  and  that  is  the  Silence  of  the 
Charge,  which  by  your  own  Rule,  ought 
to  be  taken  (pro  confeffo)  there  was  never 
any  fuch  thing. 

I  will  not  trouble  my  felf  nor  any  Body 
with  your  French  Legend,  as  being  too  in- 
considerable  to  deferve  any  ferious  Notice, 
built  only  upon  Relations  and  Hear-fays, 
and  proved  with  your  own  Conje&ures, 
which  how  far  we  arc  to  credit  from  a  Man 
of  fo  mudvByafsand  Miftakes,any  of  thdfe 
you  appeal  to,  {hall  determine,  to  whom  I 
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fhall  fay  bnt  this,  that  you  do  but  acknow- 
ledge the  Injuftice  of  the  Sentence,  while 
you  ftrove  to  make  it  good  with  fuch  Ad- 
ditions; for  if  you  had  not  believed  it  very 
bad,  you  would  never  have  taken  fo  much 
Pains  to  mend  it :  And  I  hope  your  High 
Court  will  punifh  you  for  it,  whofe  Repu- 
tation your  officious  Indifcretion  hath  much 
impared  to  no  purpofe  :  For  tho'  we  fliould 
grant  all  your  Additions  to  be  true,  %as  you 
would  have  it,  it  does  not  at  all  juftify  the 
King's  Death,  fince  he  did  not  Die  in  Re- 
lation to  any  thing  there  objected  ;  and  all 
you  can  poffibly  aim  at  by  this  pitiful  Ar- 
gument, is  but  to  prove  him  guilty,  becaufe 
he  was  punifhed  ;  for  you  can  never  prove 
him  puniflied,  becaufe  he  was  guilty. 

For  your  Epilogue,  I  have  fo  much  Cha- 
rity to  believe  it,  being  of  a  different  Thread 
of  Language,  none  of  your  own  ;  but  ei- 
ther pennM  for  you  by  your  Muity  Peters, 
or  elfe  you  writ  Short-hand  very  well  to 
copy  after  the  Speech  of  his  Tongue.  How- 
ever you  came  by  it,  fure  I  am  it  could 
come  from  no  Body  elfe  ;  and  having  faid 
fo,  I  hope  I  fhall  need  to  fay  no  more  ; 
for  I  fhall  be  loath  to  commit  the  Sin  of 
repeating  any  of  it  :  But  fince  'tis  but  a 
Frippery  of  common  places  of  Pulpit- Rail- 
ing, ill  put  together,  that  pretend  only  to 
Paflion,  I  am  content  you  fliould  ufe  them 

Ee?  your 
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Vour  felf,  and  be  allowed  to  fay  any  thing 
with  as  little  regard,  as  if  you  wore  your 
Priviledge  :  Yet  left  you  fhould  grow  fo 
conceited  as  to  believe  your  fclf,  I  will  take 
Solomon's  Advice,  and  anfwer  you  not  in 
your  own  way  of  Railing  or  Falfhood,  but 
in  doing  fome  Right  to  Truth,  and  the  Me- 
mory of  the  Dead,  which  you  have  equally 
injured.

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The  Chara&er  of  the  Royal 
Martyr  ^  King  Charles  L 
By  Mr.  Buttler. 

THAT  be  was  a  Prince  of  incomparable 
Vertues,  his  very  Enemies  cannot  de- 
ny, (only  they  were  not  for  their  purpofe)  and 
thofe  fo  unblemiftfd  with  any  perfonal  Vicey 
that  they  were  fain  to  abufe  the  Security  of  his 
Innocence,  both  to  accufe  and  ruin  him.  His 
Moderation  (which  he  preferved  equal  in  the 
Extremity  of  both  Fortunes)  they  made  a  com- 
mon Difgutfefor  their  contrary  lmpalations,as 
they  had  occafon  to  mifcaJl  it,  either  an  Eafi- 
nefs  to  be  injliffed  by  others,  or  Obftinacy  to 
rule  by  his  own  Will.  This  Temper  of  his  was 
fo  admirable,  that  neither  the  highest  of  Temp- 
tations ^  Adoration,  and  I  lattery,  nor  the  low* 
ettofMifery,  Injuries,  the  Infolency  of  Fools, 
could  move  him.  His  Conjlancy  to  his  own 
Vertues,  was  no  mean  Caufe  of  his  undoing  • 
for  if  he  had  not  (lated  the  Principles  of  Go- 
vernment upon  unalterable  Right,  but  could 
have  fhifted  his  Sails  to  catch  the  popular  Air 
when  it  grew  high,  (as  his  Enemies  did)  they 

had 
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had  never  undone  him  with  empty  Pretendings 
to  what  he  really  meant.     His  Wifdom  and 
JQtowledge  were  of  fo  Noble  a  Capacity,  that 
nothing  lay  fo  much  out  of  his  reach\  as  the 
-profound  Wickednefs  of  his  Enemies ,  which  his 
own  Goodnefs  would  neither  give  him  Leave  to 
fufpect,  nor  his  Experience  Power  to  difcover ; 
for  they  managed  the  whole  Courfe  of  his  Ruin, 
as  they  did  thelaH  A£i  of  it,  in  Difguife  ;  elfe 
fo  great  a  Wit  as  his  had  never  been  circum- 
vented by  the  Treachery  and  Cheat ,  rather  than 
Policy,  of  ignorant  Perfons.     All  he  wanted  of 
a  King  was,  he  knew  not  how  to  diffemble,  un- 
less concealing  his  own  Perfections  were  fo  ;  in 
which  he  only  deceived  his  People,  who  never 
under  flood  his  great  Abilities,  till  their  Sins 
were  punifhed  with  the  Lofs  of  him.     In  his 
Death,  he  not  only  out-did  the  high  Refoluti- 
ons  of  the  ancient  Romans,  but  the  humble  Pa- 
tience of  the  primitive  Martyrs  ;  fo  far  from  the 
Manners  of  Tyrants,  who  ufe  to  wijh  all  the 
World  their  Funeral  Pile,  that  he  employed  the 
Care  of  his  la  ft  Thoughts  about  the  Safety  of 
his  very  Enemies,  and  died  not  only  consulting, 
but  praying  for  the  Prefervation  ofthofe  whom 
he  knew  refolved  to  have  none,  but  what  was 
built  upon  their  own  Deftruftion. 

All  this,  and  much  more,  the  Juftice  of 
Pofterity  (when  Faction  and  Concernment 
are  removed)  will  acknowledge  to  be  more 

true 
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true  of  him,  than  any  of  thofe  Slanders  you 
(or  the  mad  Wkkednefs  of  this  Age)  have 
thrown  upon  his  Memory,  which  (hall  then, 
like  Dung  caft  at  the  Roots  of  Trees,  but 
make  his  Name  more  flourifhing  and  glori- 
ous ;  when  all  thofe  Monuments  of  Infamy 
you  have  raifed,  fhall  become  the  Trophies 
of  his  Vertue,  and  your  own  Shame.  In 
the  mean  time,  as  your  own  Confcience,  or 
the  Expectation  of  Divine  Vengeance,  (hall 
call  upon  you,  you  will  fee  what  you  have 
done,  and  find  there  is  no  Murther  fo  hor- 
rid, as  that  which  is  committed  with  the 
Sword  of  Juftice  ;  nor  any  Injuftice  fo  no- 
torious, as  that  which  takes  Advantage  both 
of  the  firft  Silence  of  the  Living,  and  that  of 
the  Dead :  In  this  laft,  you  have  been  very 
finful ;  and  in  accufing  the  Dead,  have  not 
behaved  your  felf  fo  like  a  Saint  at  the  Day 
of  Judgment,  as  the  Devil,  whofe  Office  is 
to  be  Sollicitor- General  in  fuch  Cafes.  I  will 
not  judge  you,  left  I  fhould  do  worfe,  imi- 
tate you :  But  certainly,  you  will  find  it  the 
worftkind  of  Witchcraft,  to  raife  the  Devil 
by  facrificihg  to  your  own  Malice,  efpecially 
to  fo  bad  a  purpofe  as  you  have  done,  that 
you  might  invade  the  judgment  Seat  of 
Chrift,  and  ufurp  his  Jurifdi&ion  before  his 
Coming,  which  you  have  prefumcd  to  do 
with  more  Rudenefs  than  Hackett  ufed,  and 
left  Formality  in  not  fending  your  Fore* 

nuofir 
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runnner  to  proclaim  (in  a  Turnep-Cart) 
your  coming  to  Judgment.  But  the  worft 
of  all  is,  you  feem  to  glory  in  your  Sins,  and 
aflert  the  Martyrdom  of  your  Wickednefs, 
for  having  fuppofed  a  Poffibility  you  may 
fall  by  the  Hands  of  Violence :  You  arm 
your  felf  with  a  forc'd  Refolution,  which 
you  may  be  confident  you  will  never  have 
need  of;  for  you  have  no  Reafon  to  think 
any  Man  can  believe  you  have  deferved  a 
violent  Death ;  no,  you  have  deferved  rather 
to  live  long  ;  fo  long,  till  you  fee  your  felf 
become  the  Controverfy  of  wild  Beafts,  and 
be  fain  to  prove  our  Scare-crow.  Unlefs  you 
fhail  think  it  juft,  as  you  have  been  con- 
demned out  of  your  own  Mouth,  fo  you 
fhould  fall  by  your  own  Hand.  Indeed 
there  was  not  Hang-man  bad  enough  for  Ju* 
dot,  but  himfelf,  and  when  you  fhall  think  fit 
to  do  your  felf  fo  much  Right,  you  fhall  be 
your  own  Sooth-fay er,  and  fail  by  the  Hand 
of  a  Raviliack,  to  whom  with  more  Likenefs 
compare  your  felf,  than  to  Henry  the  Fourth, 
for  you  are  no  King.

Afk  him  his  Religion,  and  his  Anfwer 
is,  It  is  older  than  the  Ten  Command- 
ments 3  but  queftion  him  about  thofe 
Commandments,  and  he  cannot,  make  up 
the  Number  for  the  Soul  of  him,  fince  the 
fifth  muft  needs  flip  him,  becaufe  it  en- 
joins Obedience  to  his  Superiors.  He  is 
not  for  an  Ariflocracyy  becaufe  he's  con- 
fcious  to  himfelf,  if  only  the  bejl  Men 
were  to  be  'chofen  for  our  Rulers ,  he 
fhould  never  have  a  Finger  in  the  Pye  j 
but  a  Democracy  fuits  him  to  a  Hair,  be- 
caufe of  his  Mob-principles.

He's  a  pretended  Stickler  for  the  Queen's 
Authority,  juft  fo  long  as  he  receives  the 
Queen's  Money  j  while,  to  fhew  how  nn- 
deferving  he  is  of  her  Royal  Favours, 
he  confederates  himfelf  for  the  downfal 
of  the  Qpeen's  Religion.  He's  an  Englifk- 
man ,  with  a  Scotch  Heart,  an  Irtjh  pair 
of  Heels ,  and  a  Spanifi  Countenance. 
His  Courage  is  in  chufing  the  ilrongeft 
Side,  his  Conftancy  in  being  ever  fubjed 
to  Variation,  and  his  Honefly  ?  in  what 
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you  think  to  call  itr  fof  I  know  ftot  where 
to  find  it,  unlefsvit  be  in  his  Gravity/ 

He's 'for?  iingle  Mmiftrjr,  that  lie.  may 
tffey  the  Tom  Bottle  under  it,  and  had  ra- 
ther the  iVianagement  of  Affairs  fliauW  tt  in 
ch%,  A^n  m  many  3  becaufe  in  vhe  MuU 
tktide  of  Coimfellors  \  there  would  be  no 
Safety  for  him,  and  the  fewer  the  Super- 
intendents, the  more  may  be  the  Miscarri- 
ages of  thofe  that  are  fubordinate  to  them, 
without  being  difcern'd.  Not  that  he  is 
of  this  Temper  for  any  other  Account, 
lince  notwithftanding  his  pretended  Af- 
fection to  her  Majefty  and  Government, 
he  leans  much  more  towards  a  Common* 
wealth,  than  a  Monarchy,  and  had  rather 
the  Executive  Power  was  to  be  entrufted 
with  a  Committee  of  Safety,  and  he  to  be 
the  Qhadiah  of  the  Party  9  than  to  be 
iudgd  where  it  is. 

He  might  be  a  Camwlion  for  his  different 
Appearances,  but  he  knows  not  how  to 
live  upon  Air.  He's  a  meer  Reptile y  that 
fhould  have  had  the  Serpent  for  nis  Father, 
from  his  folliciting  other  People  to  Sin^ 
and  Eve  for  his  Mother*  by  his  Readinefs 
to  comply  with  Temptations  himfelf.  He 
was  born  when  the  Parliament  Army  was 
in  an  Uproar,  and  had  a  mutinous  Tongue 
all  the  laft  Reign,  but  his  Eye-fight  took 
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away  tile  Ufe  of  it  5  for  he  no  fooner  faw 
the  Apple  of  Preferment,  but  he  laid  hold 
of  it,  ahdwasfilent. 

He's  a  meer  Weather-cock,  though  ncrt 
a  High  Church-man  ,  and  always  feces  a- 
bout,  and  turns  his  Back-fide  upon  every 
Wind,  but  what  blows  from  the  Court. 
He  never  looks  upon  her  Ma jefty's  Arms, 
but  Semper  Eadem  gives  him  the  Gripes, 
for  he  knows  he  had  not  been  what  he  is, 
had  he  continued  what  he  was.  He's  Re- 
gis ad  Exemplum  only  in  his  Cloths,  not 
his  Principles,  and  pays  a  greater  Defe- 
rence to  her  Majefty's  Way  of  Drefs,  than 
her  Worfhip.  He's  the  very  Reverfe  of 
one  of  the  Members  of  the  Rump  Parlia- 
ment, even  while  he  fides  with  them 
that  juftify  their  Proceedings :  They  fct 
afidethe  Houfe  of  Lords  as  ufelefs  5  he's  for 
pulling  down  the  Authority  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  and  making  a*  Surrendry  of 
their  Rights  in  one  Point,  that  he  may  be 
taken  for  a  Man  of  peaceable  Difpofitions 
in  all  other.  He  Ihould  be  an  Ifraelite

He's  neither  a  Prophet,  nor  one  of  the 
Sons  of  the  Prophets  himfelf,  though  he  is 
pointed  out  by  the  Prophet  Efaiah,  for 
one  of  thofe  that  fay,  fyace,  Peace,  when 
there  is  no  Peace0  and  has  always  a  mouth- 
ful of  Moderation  at  your  Service,  when 
his  Heart  is  full  'Intemperance  of  Perfeat- 
tioni  and  he  onlv  has  a  Value  for  the 
Word,  becaufe  of  all  others  in  the  English 
Vocabulary,  it  is  made  Ufe  of  but  once 
in  Holy  Scripture. 

To  conclude  i  He  may  be  underftood, 
but  not  thoroughly  defind-,  for  his  ill 
Pradices  are  without  end,  and  fo  might 
his  Defcription.  Wherefore  I  fhall  take 
my  Leave  of  him,  by.  faying,  He's  like 
one  of  our  falhionable  things  call'd  Beaux  y 
that  has  no  Brains,  becaufe  they  are  out 
of  Date  $  fo  has  he  no  Hone  fly.  And  if  my 
Reader  is  in  fearch  after  one  that  is  neither 
Fijh,  Flejh,  nor  good  Red  Herrings  that  is, 
neither  Chriftian,  Jew,  Turk,  Infidel,  or 
Heretick,  (imply,- -but  has  a  Relifh  of  the 
Leaven  of  all  Seds  complexly  5  here  you 
have  him  at  your  Service,  and  much  goed 
may  it  do  you  with  the  Bargain,  for  I  am 
glad  to  rid  my  Hands  of  him.
